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AFL-CIO's  First  Gay  /Lesbian  Bargaining  Unit 


Los  Angeles  Center  Workers  Okay  Union

LOS  ANGELES  —  Staff  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Com¬ 
munity  Services  Center  here  voted 
on  Jan.  31  to  become  the  first  gay 
and  lesbian  bargaining  unit  of  the 
Service  Employees  International 
Union  (SEIU),  AFL-CIO.  The 
“line  employees”  of  the  Center  — 
workers  who  do  not  hold  super¬ 
visory  positions,  administrative 
positions  or  security  positions  — 
decided  by  a  vote  of  23-3  to  join 
the  Hospital  and  Service  Workers 
Local  399. 

The  vote  at  the  center  followed  a 
three-month  organizing  effort  by 
staff  people  to  secure  an  election, 
which,  according  to  two  of  the 


organizers  contacted  by  GCN,  was 
opposed  by  the  Center’s  admini¬ 
stration.  But,  the  Center’s  acting 
director  maintains  that  the  ad¬ 
ministration  and  staff  are  not  in 
disagreement  over  goals,  only  over 
how  to  reach  them. 

Aaron  Todd,  a  staffer  at  the 
Center’s  medical  clinic  and  one  of 
the  organizers  contacted  by  GCN, 
said  he  wanted  the  Center  to  be¬ 
come  a  union  shop  “to  make  the 
organization  stronger.”  He  be¬ 
lieves  that  SEIU  will  be  able  to 
provide  the  13-year-old  Center 
with  the  resources  to  stabilize  its 
funding.  The  Center  operates  on 
an  annual  budget  of  $1.3  million 


and  provides  services  from  12  dif¬ 
ferent  departments  to  about 
10,000  people  per  month. 

Jodi  Curlee,  the  Center’s  acting 
director  since  the  beginning  of 
January,  is  not  as  optimistic  about 
the  effects  of  unionizing  the  Cen¬ 
ter.  She  told  GCN  she  is  worried 
about  a  loss  of  flexibility  in  per¬ 
sonnel  assignments  and  possible 
demands  for  salary  increases  by 
staff  that  the  Center  would  be 
unable  to  meet. 

For  the  moment  though,  the 
workers  are  basking  in  what  some 
see  as  an  historic  moment  for  both 
the  labor  movement  and  the 
gay/lesbian  liberaton  movement. 


Jackson,  Cranston 
Address  Alliance  Forum

BOSTON  —  The  Rev.  Jesse 
Jackson  and  Senator  Alan 
Cranston  (D-Calif.),  candidates 
for  the  Democratic  presidential 
nomination,  appeared  on  January 
30  at  a  candidates’  forum  jointly 
sponsored  by  the  Boston  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Political  Alliance  and  the 
Cambridge  Lesbian  and  Gay  Al¬ 
liance.  Representatives  for  four 
other  Democratic  candidates  — 
George  McGovern,  Walter  Mon¬ 
dale,  Gary  Hart  and  Ernest  Holl- 
ings  —  also  participated  in  the 
forum,  which  included  speeches 
and  questions  from  the  audience. 
And  although  only  Democratic 
and  Republican  candidates  had 
been  invited,  representatives  for 
the  New  Alliance  Party’s  Dennis 
Serret  and  the  Libertarian  Party’s 
Robert  Bergland  came  to  speak 
too. 

Rev.  Jackson,  who  was  intro¬ 
duced  by  Boston  City  Councillor 
David  Scondras,  spoke  of  the 
commitment  of  his  “Rainbow 
Coalition”  to  the  cause  of  lesbian 
and  gay  rights.  “One  of  the 
challenges  of  the  Rainbow  Coali- 
toin,”  Jackson  said,  “is  to  affirm 
the  humanity  of  human  beings  and 
to  measure  human  rights  by  one 
yardstick,  to  play  the  game  by  one 
set  of  rules.” 

“1  think  that  the  rights  of  gay 
and  lesbian  people  must  be  affirm¬ 
ed  as  a  matter  of  law,”  Jackson 
added.  “I  think  it  is  important  that 
we  move  beyond  the  idea  of  mak¬ 
ing  pariahs  of  any  group.” 

Jackson  also  said  he  had  named 
a  gay  man,  Thomas  Atkins,  to 
serve  as  a  gay  liaison  in  his  cam¬ 
paign. 


California  Senator  Alan  Cran¬ 
ston  told  the  assembly  that  he  was 
the  first  member  of  Congress  to 
employ  an  openly  gay  aide,  in 
1972.  Asked  by  an  audience  mem¬ 
ber  if  he  would  employ  open  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  in  his  White 
House  Administration,  Cranston 
said  he  would,  “since  I’ve  already 
done  it  on  my  staff.”  Cranston’s 
campaign  workers  distributed  a 
position  paper  on  gay  and  lesbian 
issues  that  noted  the  senator’s  sup¬ 
port  of  the  federal  lesbian  and  gay 
rights  legislation  and  AIDS  fund¬ 
ing,  and  the  large  number  of  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  delegates  and  cam¬ 
paign  workers  supporting  him. 

A  representative  for  former  Sen. 
George  McGovern  said  his  can¬ 


didate  supported  the  federal  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  rights  bill.  McGovern 
campaign  workers  distributed  a 
“Gay  Rights  Statement”  by 
McGovern  that  called  for  “an  end 
to  anti-gay  discrimination  in  the 
social,  political,  professional, 
economic,  and  religious  life  of  our 
nation.”  Attached  to  that  state¬ 
ment  was  an  endorsement  of  the 
gay  rights  bill  and  answers  to  a 
questionnaire  written  by  the  Gay 
Coalition  of  Iowa. 


A  representative  for  Sen.  Ernest 
Hollings  (D-So.  Carolina),  who 
also  supports  the  gay  rights  bill, 
nonetheless  came  under  criticism 
for  Holling’s  position  in  favor  of 
the  draft.  Hollings’  representative 
said  a  draft  would  more  equitably 
distribute  the  responsibility  for 
military  service.  “The  greatest 
civil  wrong  in  this  country,”  he 
said,  “is  that  we  allow  the  burden 
of  defense  to  be  shared  by  the 
blacks  and  the  poor.” 


Massachusetts  State  Represen¬ 
tative  Thomas  Vallely  (D-Back 
Bay),  principal  sponsor  of  the 
state’s  gay  rights  bill,  spoke  on 
behalf  of  former  vice-president 
Walter  Mondale.  Vallely  noted 
that  Mondale  spoke  at  the  1982 
Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund 
fundraiser  in  New  York  City.  “He 
may  not  have  used  the  right 
word,”  Vallely  noted,  “but  his 
heart  is  in  the  right  place.” 

Asked  if  Mondale  supported  the 
federal  gay  rights  bill,  Vallely  said 
it  was  his  “impression”  that  Mon¬ 
dale  did  support  the  bill.  Vallely 
said  he  received  that  impression 
from  a  New  York  Times  article 
about  the  resignation  of  Sen.  John 
Glenn’s  New  York  State  campaign 
co-ordinator  over  Glenn’s  refusal 
to  support  federal  gay  rights 
legislation.  In  fact,  according  to 
Jerry  Weller,  acting  director  of  the 
Gay  Rights  National  Lobby,  Mon¬ 
dale  has  expressed  support  for  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  civil  rights  but  has 
refused  to  take  a  stand  on  the 
specific  legislation  now  pending  in 
Congress. 

After  the  politicians  had 
spoken,  audience  members  briefly 
discussed  their  reactions  to  the 
candidates.  BL/GPA  Chairperson 
Eric  Rofes  argued  strongly  against 


the  Alliance  making  an  endorse¬ 
ment.  Few  people  seemed  to  disa¬ 
gree,  although  the  matter  may  be 
taken  up  at  a  future  BL/GPA 
meeting. 


Frank  Mendiola,  the  office  mana¬ 
ger  for  the  Center’s  job  training 
program  and  an  employee  there 
since  October,  1983,  helped  to 
organize  the  Center’s  non-clinic 
staff.  He  told  GCN,  “Being  an 
historic  first,  I  believe  that  it’s  in 
the  best  interests  of  both  commu¬ 
nities,  the  labor  community  and 
the  gay/lesbian  community, 
building  a  more  broad-based  coali¬ 
tion  than  what  we  have  now.” 

Mendiola  described  himself  as 
“born  and  raised  in  the  United 
Farm  Workers.”  He  has  been  ac¬ 
tive  in  organizing  efforts  with  gar¬ 
ment  workers,  the  Communica¬ 
tion  Workers  of  America,  and  the 
American  Federation  of  State, 
County  and  Municipal  Employ¬ 
ees,  and  in  several  campaigns  in 
SEIU.  Asked  about  the  signifi¬ 
cance  of  the  gay/lesbian  bargain¬ 
ing  unit  to  organized  labor,  Men¬ 
diola  said,  “It’s  good  for  the  labor 
movement  because  there  is  a  lot  of 
untapped  potential  in  the  les- 
bian/gay  working  communities. 
[Our]  movement  is  based  on 
human  rights  and  yet  we  deny 
these  same  rights  we’re  fighting  for 


to  our  very  own.  I  believe  it’s  going 
to  wake  up  a  lot  of  workers.” 

Jodi  Curlee  isn’t  quite  as  bullish 
on  the  significance  of  the  election, 
seeing  it  as  more  important  for 
labor  than  the  gay  community. 
Curlee  said  it’s  difficult  for  her  to 
discuss  the  recent  organizing  effort 
in  traditional  terms  of  “manage¬ 
ment”  and  “workers.”  She  called 
the  situation  at  the  Center  “very 
different  from  traditional  kinds  of 
union  situations.” 

Both  Mendiola  and  Todd  de¬ 
scribed  the  Center  administration 
as  opposed  to  their  organizing 
work.  Mendiola  said  the  manage¬ 
ment  attitude  was  “cold,  in  a 
word.”  Did  management  warm 
up?  Todd  believes  it  did,  despite 
the  fact  that,  just  two  weeks  before 
the  election,  he  was  relieved  of  his 
job  running  the  clinic’s  hepatitis 
information  hotline.  Todd  ex¬ 
plained  that  he  may  have  lost  his 
job  because  the  funding  for  it  ran 
out,  but  since  he  was  given  only  a 
couple  hours  notice,  “it  was  a  little 
bit  of  a  surprise.” 

Todd  filed  an  unfair  labor  prac-

Mayors’  Committee 
Passes  Gay  Resolution

WASHINGTON,  DC  — 
Virginia  Apuzzo,  executive 
director  of  the  National  Gay 
Task  Force,  testified  Thursday, 
Jan.  26,  before  the  Committee 
on  Human  Development  of  the 
U.S.  Conference  of  Mayors  as 
they  gathered  for  their  mid¬ 
winter  meeting  in  Washington. 
The  committee  then  went  on  to 
pass  a  resolution  recommend¬ 
ing  “that  all  levels  of  govern¬ 
ment  adopt  legal  protection  for 
the  rights  of  gay  and  lesbian 
Americans.”  The  resolution 
will  be  considered  by  the  entire 
conference  at  its  annual 
meeting  in  Philadelphia  in 
June. 

In  her  remarks,  Apuzzo  gave 
the  committee  statistical  evi¬ 
dence  of  widespread  discrim¬ 
ination  based  on  sexual  orien¬ 
tation.  She  spoke  of  the 
necessity  for  many  gay  men  and 
lesbians  to  hide  their  sexuality 
at  work  and  the  fear  that  pre¬ 
vents  many  victims  of  dis¬ 
crimination  from  seeking  re¬ 
dress  from  public  agencies. 
Apuzzo  gave  examples  of  har¬ 
assment  of  gay  people  by  police 
and  other  municipal  employ¬ 
ees. 


Finally,  she  outlined  a  series 
of  actions  that  local  officials 
can  take  to  correct  the  situa¬ 
tion.  These  included  support¬ 
ing  federal,  state  and  local  civil 
rights  measures,  issuing  execu¬ 
tive  orders  banning  discrimina¬ 
tion  in  employment  and  in  the 
delivery  of  services  by  govern¬ 
ment  and  its  contractors;  ap¬ 
pointing  openly  gay  and  lesbian 
citizens  to  positions  in  govern¬ 
ment;  supporting  established 
gay  and  lesbian  social  services; 
establishing  liaisons  for  the  gay 
and  lesbian  community;  and 
providing  local  civil  rights  or 


human  rights  agencies  with  the 
training  and  funding  necessary 
to  do  an  effective  job. 

“What  we  speak  to  here  to¬ 
day,”  Apuzzo  said,  “is  a  fun¬ 
damental  struggle  to  determine 
the  extent  to  which  government 
is  responsive  to  all  its  citizens.” 

The  resolution  was  intro¬ 
duced  into  committee  by  Ar¬ 
thur  Holland,  the  mayor  of 
Trenton,  N.J.,  who  was  re¬ 
sponding  to  a  request  by  the 
National  Gay  Task  Force 
(NGTF)  and  the  New  Jersey 
Coalition  for  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Rights.  It  was  approved  by 
unanimous  voice  vote. 

Other  mayors  present  includ¬ 
ed  Marion  Barry  of  Washing¬ 
ton;  Robert  M.  Buhai  of  High¬ 
land  Park,  111.;  Paul  M.  Carcin- 


cin  of  Bethlehem,  Penn.; 
Thomas  J.  Clark  of  Long 
Beach,  Cal.;  Thomas  H.  Cooke 
of  East  Orange,  N.J..; 
Theodore  Mann  of  Newton, 
Mass.;  and  Angela  Martinelli 
of  Yonkers,  N.Y. 

Jeff  Levi  of  NGTF’s  Wash¬ 
ington  office,  said  that  the 
resolution  has  “a  very  good 
chance”  of  being  passed  by  the 
full  conference  in  June  and 
added,  “This  is  a  major  step, 
not  only  in  getting  the  Con¬ 
ference  of  Mayors  on  the 
record,  but  in  talking  directly 
to  mayors  from  smaller  com¬ 
munities  who  might  not  be 
aware  of  gay  and  lesbian  consti¬ 
tuents  or  their  problems.  It’s 
both  a  political  and  educational 
achievement.” 


Virginia  Apuzzo 
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quote  of  the  week 

“Now  that  ‘public  policy’  forces  schools  to  hire 
gay  teachers,  will  homosexuals  also  be  forced  on  our 
churches?  And  what’s  to  keep  government  from  pad¬ 
locking  your  church  and  jailing  your  pastor  if  they 
don’t  preach  'public  policy.’ 

“Don’t  let  the  government  fool  you  that  it’s  only 
going  after  phony  religions  which  cheat  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  break  laws.  Using  that  reasoning,  a  church 
claiming  its  leader  was  a  carpenter  who  rose  from  the 
dead  might  have  been  rejected  as  phony,  too.

Hansen  and 
the  Coalition  perceive  the  recent  removal  of  the  tax 
exempt  status  of  Bob  Jones  University  as  a  sign  of 
“powerful  government  forces.  .. moving  quickly  to 
smash  the  constitutional  guarantees”  of  religious 
freedom.  Bob  Jones  University,  a  private  fundamen¬ 
talist  Christian  school,  lost  its  tax  exempt  status  on 
account  of  racially  discriminatory  admissions 
policies. 


straight  spouses  get  it  together 

PHILADELPHIA,  PA  —  A  support  and  service 
group  for  the  spouses  of  gay  people  has  been  formed 
recently  here,  according  to  the  Gay  News.  The  group, 
Spouses  of  Gays  Association  (SOGA),  will  be  par¬ 
ticularly  concerned  with  “having  a  good  network  to 
help  women  with  any  type  of  need  they  may  have” 
when  they  discover  their  spouse  is  gay,  according  to 
Bonnie  Kaye,  SOGA  director.  “Many  women  stay  in 
the  marriage  because  they  don’t  know  what  else  to 
do.  The  thought  of  striking  out  on  their  own  is 
frightening,”  she  said. 

Kaye  said  about  20  persons  are  involved  in  the 
group  so  far,  including  one  man.  Members  were 
described  as  still  married  to  their  gay  spouses,  divorc¬ 
ed  or  separated  from  them.  Kaye  said,  “It’s  really  a 
needed  service.  It’s  the  beginning  of  something 
great.” 


reagan  administration  will  challenge 
comparable  worth  ruling 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The  Reagan  administra¬ 
tion  will  apparently  challenge  the  sex  discrimination 
ruling  which  required  that  Washington  state  pay  hun¬ 
dreds  of  millions  of  dollars  in  back  wages  and  raises 
to  women  paid  less  than  men  in  state  jobs  of  “com¬ 
parable  worth,”  according  to  the  Washington  Post. 

The  head  of  the  Justice  Department’s  civil  rights 
division,  William  Bradford  Reynolds,  is  expected  to 
propose  the  administration’s  challenge  of  the  ruling. 
Reynolds  cited  three  points  of  contention  on  the  rul¬ 
ing:  it  does  not  answer  the  question  of  whether  dis¬ 
crimination  caused  the  pay  disparity;  he  questioned 
how  a  court  could  relate  the  worth  of  jobs  as  different 
as  secretary  and  truck  driver;  he  questioned  how  a 
government  could  equalize  pay  scales  in  the  midst  of 
a  budget  crunch. 


michigan  festival  set  for  '84 

MT.  PLEASANT,  Ml  —  There’s  good  news  afoot 
for  all  you  Michigan  Women’s  Music  Festival  addicts 
out  there.  Lisa  Vogel,  the  festival’s  executive  pro¬ 
ducer,  announced  in  a  press  release  that  the 
festival’s  October  payment  of  $78,000  for  its  perma¬ 
nent  site  had  been  made  and  the  1984  edition  of 
“Michigan,”  as  it  is  fondly  known,  will  be  held  August 
9-12. 

Vogel  attributed  making  the  October  payment  to 
“a  combination  of  partially  waived  and  deferred 
salaries,  donations,  lifetime  ticket  purchases,  and 
community  benefits,”  which  also  helped  the  festival 
to  dispose  of  some  of  its  1983  debts.  Attendance  at 
the  ’83  festival  was  down  by  about  one-third  that  of 
the  previous  year.  Benefits  for  the  festival  were  held 
in  Louisville,  Houston,  Champaign,  III.,  Gosport,  Ind., 
Manitou  Springs,  Col.,  Minneapolis,  Tucson,  Phoenix. 
Asherville,  N.  Car.,  Madison,  Wis.,  Archer,  Fla.,  Buffalo 
and  Santa  Fe.

Virginia  sex  bill 

RICHMOND,  VA  —  A  bill  to  legalize  sexual  acts 
between  consenting  adults  in  private,  except  sex  for 
sale,  has  been  introduced  into  the  Virginia  State 
Assembly.  State  Delegate  Bernard  S.  Cohen  (D-Alex- 
andria)  said  that  “in  the  twentieth  century  we  ought 
not  to  be  invading  people’s  bedrooms,”  according  to 
the  Washington  Post. 

The  bill,  one  of  1727  introduced  in  the  1984  ses¬ 
sion,  would  also  abolish  a  provision  of  Virginia  law 
that  makes  it  illegal  for  unmarried  people  to  have  sex 
or  live  together. 

Cohen  would  not  predict  the  fate  of  the  bill,  but 
noted  that  the  House  of  Delegates  passed  a  similar 
measure  in  1980,  which  later  died  in  a  Senate  committee. 


editorial  on  homophobia  censored  at 
Wisconsin  high  school 

MADISON  —  An  editorial  written  for  a  student 
newspaper  entitled  “Homophobia:  A  Social  Disease” 
has  been  censored  by  the  principal  of  a  public  high 
school  here.  Jerry  Dryer,  the  student  who  wrote  the 
editorial,  has  vowed  to  “pursue  [the  matter]  until  it’s 
printed,”  according  to  Madison’s  Out!  newspaper. 

East  High  principal  Milton  McPike  told  Out!  that 
he  censored  the  editorial  because  it  was  “disruptive.” 
He  said  that  “some  of  our  kids  don’t  understand 
these  kinds  of  things." 

The  student  editorial  board  approved  the  piece 
for  publication,  but  was  overruled  by  a  faculty  super¬ 
visor.  McPike  agreed  with  the  faculty  member,  calling 
the  editorial  “not  well  written”  and  accusatory. 
McPike  also  added,  “I  don’t  want  phone  calls  on  the 
negative  side.” 

Dryer  said  there  are  no  services  for  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  students  at  East  and,  that  although  he  doesn’t 
know  of  any  openly  gay  students  at  East  High,  he 
believes  “targets  of  abuse”  at  the  high  school  could 
easily  include  gay  students.  Although  Dryer  was 
transferred  to  another  high  school,  he  has  promised 
to  take  the  censorship  issue  to  the  school  board  and, 
if  necessary,  to  court. 


studds  to  run  again 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Rep.  Gerry  Studds, 
(D-Cape  Cod)  announced  on  Jan.  30  his  intention  to 
seek  a  seventh  Congressional  term,  according  to  the 
Boston  Globe.  Studds  came  out  as  a  gay  man  last 
summer  after  the  disclosure  of  an  affair  he  had  had 
ten  years  before  with  a  male  Congressional  page. 
Studds  was  censured  by  the  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives. 

In  a  four-page  letter  to  20,000  of  his  constituents 
in  the  Tenth  Congressional  District  in  southeastern 
Massachusetts,  Studds  referred  to  the  censure  and 
his  coming  out  as  “part  of  the  past.”  He  thanked  his 
constituents  for  their  cards  and  letters  of  support  and 
said  those  messages  were  a  “constant  source  of 
strength  and  comfort  to  me.” 

This  past  fall,  Studds  made  two  appearances  at 
fundraising  events  conducted  by  the  Human  Rights 
Campaign  Fund,  one  in  Boston  and  one  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  The  Fund  funnels  money  raised  at  its  benefits 
into  the  campaigns  of  candidates  supportive  of  gay 
and  lesbian  civil  rights. 


white  to  remain  in  los  angeles 

LOS  ANGELES  —  The  California  state  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Corrections  has  informed  city  officials  here 
that  Dan  White  will  remain  in  their  city  for  the  dura¬ 
tion  of  his  year-long  parole,  according  to  the  Los 
Angeles  Times.  In  a  Jan.  23  letter,  the  department’s 
director  said  the  LA  area  provides  White  with  “the 
best  possible  opportunity  for  successfully  and  safely 
completing  his  parole.” 

Los  Angeles  city  and  county  officials  had  re¬ 
quested  that  White  be  transferred  from  the  area.  City 
Councilman  Joel  Wachs  went  to  Sacramento  to  per¬ 
sonally  request  White’s  transfer,  but  to  no  avail. 

Wachs,  commenting  on  the  state’s  decision, 
issued  a  plea  that  White  be  left  alone  once  his  where¬ 
abouts  become  public  knowledge.  “It’s  inevitable 
that  Dan  White’s  presence  will  become  known,  prob¬ 
ably  in  the  fairly  near  future,  and  to  the  community  I 
would  plead:  Do  not  engage  in  any  kind  of  harass¬ 
ment  or  retribution  or  revenge  to  Dan  White  or  any 
other  person.” 


jamaica  plain  neighborhood  meetings 

JAMAICA  PLAIN,  MA  —  The  lesbians  and  gay 
men  of  Jamaica  Plain  are  organizing  themselves  for 
political  work,  social  events,  education  and  outreach 
to  other  communities  in  their  area.  Called  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Neighbors  of  Jamaica  Plain,  the  group  will 
be  meeting  at  a  potluck  supper  on  Sunday,  Feb.  26 
from  4  to  7  p.m.  An  informal  discussion  of  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  gay  people  living  in  Jamaica  Plain  will  be 
held.

wall  street  journal  goes  ‘gay’ 

NEW  YORK  —  Use  of  the  word  “gay”  as  an  alter¬ 
native  to  “homosexual”  in  the  news  pages  of  the  Wall 
Street  Journal  has  been  deemed  editorial  policy  at 
the  paper,  according  to  the  bulletin  of  the  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Media  Workers. 

A  Jan.  11  article  on  gay  involvement  in  main¬ 
stream  politics  used  the  word  “gay”  dozens  of  times, 
heretofore  unseen  in  the  Journal  without  obligatory 
quotation  marks.  It  seems  a  memo  from  the  national 
news  editor,  Nancy  Cardwell,  has  blessed  the  word 
“gay”  for  regular  use  in  the  Journal. 

The  Associated  Press  and  the  New  York  Times, 
however,  have  yet  to  see  the  light  on  this  subject  and 
steadfastly  (and  awkwardly)  refer  to  “homosexual 
bars,”  “homosexual  rights,”  and  the  “homosexual 
movement.” 


gen  gay  and  lesbian  prisoner  project 

We  at  the  GCN  Prisoner  Project  often  get  letters 
from  prisoners  who  are  being  harassed  (above  and 
beyond  the  usual  terrorism  of  the  prison  business) 
because  of  their  being  queer:  sexual  assaults,  denial 
of  gay  publications,  transfer  to  other  prisons  when 
they  try  to  file  protests  or  when  they  get  involved  with 
each  other.  It’s  a  frustrating  experience  for  us 
because,  to  begin  with,  prisoners  are  often  hard  to 
contact  (even  by  mail!),  at  times  when  the  prison  is  on 
their  backs.  This  is  one  of  the  tools  of  the  prison 
trade:  what  the  folks  outside  don’t  know  about  won’t 
make  them  angry. 

But  prisoners  are  especially  hard  to  contact  and 
support  from  long  distances.  Prison  officials  in  Attica 
or  Soledad  are  much  more  responsive  to  letters  etc. 
from  Buffalo/Rochester  and  San  Francisco  than  they 
are  to  letters  and  press  coverage  from  Boston. 
They’re  afraid  that  local  media  or  some  local  group  or 
lawyer  might  get  involved  and  burst  their  net  of 
secrecy  and  call  public  attention  to  something  the 
officials  want  to  keep  behind  their  walls. 

So  we’re  trying  to  put  together  some  information 
about  individuals  (you,  for  example,  dear  reader), 
groups,  media,  etc.  in  the  vicinity  of  prisons  where  we 
have  lesbian  or  gay  readers  (which  is  all  over).  We’re 
also  interested  in  any  ‘coming  out’  resources  (job 
resource  centers,  temporary  housing,  support  groups 
etc.)  that  you  can  let  us  know  about,  since  this  is  one 
of  the  most  frequently  asked  for  kinds  of  info. 

Let  us  hear  from  you  so  we  can  at  least  give  some 
leads  to  people  who  are  in  crisis  or  who  are  coming 
out  and  need  some  help  getting  started.  The 
resources  don’t  need  to  be  strictly  gay;  just  as  long  as 
they’re  available  to  prisoners  or  ex-prisoners,  as  the 
case  may  be.

Mississippi  Groups  Denied  Tax  Exemptions

JACKSON,  MS  —  Two  gay  af¬ 
filiated  organizations  which  were 
denied  incorporation  by  Mississip¬ 
pi’s  Attorney  General  because 
they  are  “dedicated . .  .to  subvert¬ 
ing  [the  sodomy]  statute”  will  re¬ 
submit  their  charters  the  week  of 
Feb.  6  with  an  eye  towards  taking 
their  case  to  court  should  the 
charters  again  be  denied.  To 
strengthen  their  case,  the 
Mississippi  Gay  Alliance  (MGA) 
and  the  Parents  and  Friends  of 
Lesbians  and  Gays  (PFLAG)  will 
submit  a  third  charter,  identical  to 
MGA’s  except  that  it  will  be  entitl¬ 
ed  the  Mississippi  Alliance  for 
Human  Rights. 

The  two  organizations  had  ap¬ 
plied  for  charters  as  a  first  step  in 
their  quest  for  501  (c)3  (federal  tax 
exempt)  status.  Without  state 
charter,  application  for  501(c)3 
cannot  be  made  and  the  groups 
would  be  unable  to  accept  tax 
deductible  contributions  and 
would  be  ineligible  for  grants  from 
many  foundations.  Obtaining  tax 
exempt  status  can  have  a  signifi¬ 
cant  effect  on  organizational 
finances. 

In  his  refusal  of  charter,  the 
state’s  Assistant  Attorney 
General,  Richard  M.  Allen,  sent 


letters  to  PFLAG  and  MGA  dated 
November  30,  1983,  in  which  he 
cited  the  Mississippi  code,  “Every 
person  who  shall  be  convicted  of 
the  detestable  and  abominable 
crime  against  nature  committed 
with  mankind  or  with  a  beast,  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  in 
the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  not 
more  than  ten  years.” 

In  explaining  the  denial  Allen 
said,  “For  the  state  of  Mississippi 
to  approve  a  non-profit  corporate 
charter  of  the  type  you  submit 
would  ostensibly  give  official  legal 
status  to  an  organization  dedicated 
on  its  face  to  subverting  this 
criminal  statute.” 

Shirley  Payne,  an  attorney  re¬ 
tained  by  the  ACLU  to  handle  the 
case,  told  GCN  that  there  was 
nothing  in  the  organizations’ 
charters  which  subvert  the  validity 
of  the  state’s  statute  against 
sodomy.  “The  charters  themselves 
use  language  from  other  charters 
which  have  already  been  approved 

for  non-gay  organizations  _ 

Other  than  the  name  of  the  cor¬ 
porations,  there  would  have  been 
nothing  I  saw  to  even  indicate  that 
it  was  a  gay  organization.” 

Abby  Rubenfeld  of  the  Lambda 
Legal  Defense  and  Education 


Foundation  told  GCN  that  while 
she  has  not  first-hand  knowledge 
of  the  case,  she  had  read  about  it. 
“It’s  terrible  what’s  happening  to 
them.  I  can’t  understand  any 
reason  why  they  would  be  denied  a 
charter.  It’s  a  classic  free  speech 
issue.  Nobody  can  question  the 
work  that  they  do.  They  are 
legitimate,  charitable  organiza¬ 
tions.” 

Rubenfeld  said  that  the  action 
seemed  particularly  questionable 
in  the  denial  of  the  PFLAG  charter 
and  also  said  that  the  groups  have 
the  right  to  advocate  changes  in 
the  law  without  fear  of  reprisal. 
She  called  the  effect  of  the  At¬ 
torney  General’s  ruling  “stifling.” 

When  asked  by  GCN  to  explain 
in  what  way  the  charters  subvert 
the  sodomy  statute,  Assistant  At¬ 
torney  General  Allen  commented, 
“I  don’t  feel  like  being  interviewed 
on  it.  But  I’ll  send  you  a  copy  of 
the  opinion.  I  think  you  should  see 
what  you’re  writing  about  before 
you  write  about  it.” 

Eddie  Sandifer,  a  spokesperson 
and  incorporator  for  both  the 
MGA  and  PFLAG,  told  GCN  that 
they  have  been  attempting  to  get 
chartered  since  the  mid  1970s. 
“We  made  application  two 


separate  times;  we  paid  our  fees 
and  were  rejected  both  times  but 
we  didn’t  challenge  it.  At  that  time 
we  figured,  what  the  hell,  we’re 
going  to  do  what  we’re  going  to  do 
anyway.  At  that  time,  it  looked 
like  there  was  no  possibility  of  get¬ 
ting  any  grants  from  founda¬ 
tions.” 

But  recently,  in  spite  of  the 
public  controversy  that  it  pro¬ 
voked,  the  Mississippi  chapter  of 
the  MCC  was  able  to  get  a  charter 
and  MGA  and  PFLAG  felt  hope¬ 
ful  about  applying  once  again.  San¬ 
difer  said  that  Richard  Allen,  who 
had  denied  MGA  and  PFLAG  in 
the  past,  had  approved  the  MCC 
charter  on  August  30,  1983. 

Sandifer  told  GCN  that  the 
MGA  charter  describes  the  aims 
and  purposes  of  the  organization 
in  terms  of  education,  information 
and  referral,  and  counselling  and 
guidance.  He  said  that  the  PFLAG 
charter  is  the  same  as  the  national 
chapter  which  provides  support 
for  families  and  friends  of  gay  peo¬ 
ple  as  well  as  to  gay  people  them-' 
selves.  It  also  is  involved  in  educa¬ 
tional  efforts  and  supports  the  at¬ 
tainment  of  full  civil  and  human 
rights  for  gay  people. 

Sandifer  also  said  that  there  are 


two  reasons  for  resubmitting  the 
charters  rather  than  bringing  im¬ 
mediate  court  action.  The  first  is 
to  strengthen  their  case  by  adding 
the  third  charter  which,  if  ac¬ 
cepted,  will  help  demonstrate  anti¬ 
gay  bias.  The  second  is  because  a 
new  Attorney  General,  Edwin 
Pittman,  has  been  elected  and 
there  is  a  need  to  determine  if  he 
will  uphold  the  ruling  of  the 
former  Attorney  General,  Bill 
Allain,  who  is  now  the  governor. 
If  Pittman  does  approve  the 
charters,  they  would  then  need  to 
be  approved  by  the  governor’s  of¬ 
fice.  Payne  says  that  she  will  go  to 
court  if  the  charters  are  not  ap¬ 
proved. 

Ironically,  Allain  won  the  close¬ 
ly  contested  gubernatorial  election 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  he  was  be¬ 
ing  gaybaited.  He  was  accused  just 
two  weeks  prior  to  the  election  of 
having  sex  with  three  transvestite 
hustlers.  Following  the  election, 
all  three  of  the  men  recanted,  say¬ 
ing  that  they  had  been  paid  to 
make  the  allegations.  The  attorney 
investigating  the  case,  who  sup¬ 
ported  Allain’s  opponent,  said 
that  the  men  were  pressured  into 
withdrawing  their  stories.

‘ Innocent 9  of  Homosexuality? 


General  Reinstated  After  Queerbaiting  Flops

BONN,  West  Germany  —  A 
four  star  German  general  who  was 
forcibly  retired  from  his  NATO 
post  after  his  country’s  military  in¬ 
telligence  agency  claimed  he  had 
frequented  two  gay  bars  in  Col¬ 
ogne  has  been  reinstated  by  Ger¬ 
man  Chancellor  Helmut  Kohl. 
General  GUnter  Kiessling,  deputy 
to  U.S.  General  Bernard  Rogers, 
NATO  Supreme  Allied  Com¬ 
mander  in  Europe,  had  vigorously 
denied  the  claim  and  sharply 
criticized  Defense  Minister  Man¬ 
fred  Wdmer  for  his  handling  of 
the  situation. 

The  affair  had  taken  on  all  the 
familiar  trappings  of  governmen¬ 
tal  queerbaiting  with  “accusa¬ 
tions”  and  “denials”  of  homosex¬ 


uality,  buttressed  by  anonymous 
“witnesses”  and  hastily-sought 
“evidence.”  Beneath  all  this  talk, 
of  course,  is  the  implication  that 
Kiessling  is  “guilty”  of  homosex¬ 
uality. 

Homosexuality  in  itself  is  not 
punishable  by  German  military 
law,  although  sexual  relations  be¬ 
tween  soldiers  are  forbidden. 
What  has  become  more  of  an  issue 
in  the  case  of  Kiessling  is  the  high- 
level  security  clearance  he  held  as  a 
NATO  officer.  “Abnormal  sexual 
behavior”  is  grounds  for  the 
denial  of  such  a  clearance,  as  are 
drug,  alcohol  and  gambling  prob¬ 
lems,  and  “a  tendency  to  gossip, 
storytelling  or  lies.” 

In  an  interview  with  the  German 


weekly  newsmagazine  Der  Spiegel, 
Kiessling  dismissed  the  results  of 
the  investigation.  “I  have  never  in 
my  life  had  homosexual  tendencies 
or  relations,”  the  58-year-old,  un¬ 
married  general  said,  “and  I  have 
also  not  been  in  such  bars.”  Kiessl¬ 
ing  has  filed  slander  suits  against 
four  government  witnesses  who 
allegedly  observed  him  in  the 
“Tom  Tom  Club”  and  the  “Cafe 
Wiisten.”  That  legal  action,  and 
Kiessling’s  defense,  are  com¬ 
plicated  by  the  fact  that  the 
MiUtarische  Abschirmdienst 
(Military  Protection  Service,  or 
MAD  for  short)  refuses  to  reveal 
the  names  of  its  informants,  saying 
that  to  do  so  would  endanger  their 
lives. 
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Glenn  Appearance  Prompts  Protest 

BOSTON  —  About  30  people  staged  a  moving  picket  line  in  front  of  Fanueil  Hall  on  Friday,  Jan.  27  to  pro¬ 
test  a  Boston  campaign  appearance  by  Democratic  presidential  candidate  John  Glenn.  Glenn  incurred  the 
wrath  of  gay  and  lesbian  election  watchers  by  making  anti-gay  rights  statements  to  a  Democratic  group  in  New 
York  City  in  early  November.  Glenn  told  the  group  that  he  did  not  support  the  extension  of  Title  VII  “into 
areas  of  personal  behavior.”  Since  then,  the  ex-astronaut  has  been  greeted  with  picket  lines  such  as  this  one  and 
his  New  York  state  campaign  manager  ditched  his  campaign  on  Dec.  15.  The  local  picket  line  received  no  men¬ 
tion  in  either  the  Boston  Globe  or  the  Boston  Herald  in  those  papers’  accounts  of  Glenn’s  recent  appearance. 


The  investigation  of  Kiessling, 
according  to  Der  Spiegel,  began 
last  September  1,  when  Jurgen 
Idel,  a  lieutenant  colonel  in  the 
MAD,  approached  Wolfgang 
Roesch,  deputy  in  charge  of  crim¬ 
inal  investigations  for  the  Cologne 
police  department.  Idel  gave 
Roesch  a  photograph  of  a  uni¬ 
formed  man  and  asked  if  the  man 
was  known  as  a  member  of  the 
“Homo-Szene.”  Roesch  assigned 
Helmut  Simons,  an  officer 
familiar  with  the  local  gay  com¬ 
munity,  to  investigate. 

At  the  Cafe  Wiisten,  Simons 
found  a  patron  who  said  he  had 
seen  the  man  in  the  photograph 
“years  ago.”  At  the  Tom  Tom 
Club,  two  men  said  the  soldier  in 
the  photo  was  known  “in  the 
scene”  as  “Gunter  from  the 
army.”  A  few  days  later,  the  man 
from  MAD  came  by  to  pick  up  the 
photo,  saying  that  his  agency 
would  continue  the  investigation 
on  its  own  and  asking  the  Cologne 
police  to  keep  the  matter  confiden¬ 
tial. 

Defense  Minister  Worner  in¬ 
formed  Kiessling  of  the  allegations 
on  September  15,  and  proceeded 
with  the  investigation.  By 
December  31,  the  defense  minister 
had  satisfied  himself  that  the 
evidence  was  sufficient,  and  he  re¬ 
voked  Kiessling’s  security 
clearance  and  removed  him  from 
his  post. 

“I  gave  him  my  word  of  honor 
that  not  only  did  1  know  nothing 
about  these  bars,  I  had  also  never 
had  relations  of  this  type,”  an  of¬ 
fended  Kiessling  protested  in  the 
interview  with  Der  Spiegel.  “Iam 
shocked  that  the  minister  would 
believe  the  word  of  such  —  what 
should  I  call  them?  —  persons, 
over  my  word  of  honor.” 

WOrner  has  offered  little  com¬ 
ment  about  the  investigation  or  the 
dismissal;  he  has  said  that  the  evi¬ 
dence  gathered  shows  Kiessling  to 
be  a  security  risk,  and  that  if  the 
charges  ultimately  prove  false,  the 
general  may  be  able  to  reclaim  his 
job. 

The  tenuousness  of  the  evi¬ 
dence,  and  the  fact  that  it  all  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  based  on  hearsay,  has 
occasioned  considerable  criticism 
of  Wbrner’s  handling  of  the  situa¬ 
tion.  The  extensive  reports  in  Ger¬ 
man  media  have  given  consider¬ 
able  play  to  the  details  of  the  inves¬ 


tigation.  One  television  report 
featured  an  interview  with  the 
manager  and  bartender  at  the  T om 
Tom  Club,  with  the  pair  denying 
that  a  “Gunter  from  the  army” 
had  visited  the  bar.  Instead,  they 
claimed,  “Jurgen  from  the  army,” 
a  much  lower-ranking  soldier 
similar  in  appearance  to  General 
Kiessling,  had  often  come  to  the 
club,  and  had  in  fact  been  on  the 
premises  quite  recently  —  since  the 
time  Kiessling  was  dismissed. 

Controversy  over  the  affair  had 
been  serious  enough  to  start 
speculation  that  a  vindication  of 
Kiessling  might  also  have  meant 
the  forced  resignation  of  Defense 
Minister  Worner.  Chancellor 
Helmut  Kohl  also  faces  problems 
with  another  cabinet  member, 
Economics  Minister  Otto  Lambs- 
dorff,  who  has  been  accused  of 
taking  bribes.  The  resignation  of 
both  men  might  have  meant  a  ma¬ 
jor  reorganization  of  Kohl’s 
cabinet,  which  in  turn  could  have 
allowed  ultra-conservative  Chris¬ 
tian  Democratic  Party  leader 
Franz  Josef  Strauss  to  demand  a 
seat.  However,  Kohl  declined  to 
accept  an  offer  of  resignation  from 
WOrner,  saying  the  defense 
minister  was  “knowledgeable  and 
committed.”  The  Chancellor  in¬ 
directly  defended  Wbrner  by 
blaming  the  affair  on  sloppy  in¬ 
vestigation  by  the  MAD.

In  either  case,  a  woman  ap¬ 
pears  in  court  anonymously,  is 
not  charged  court  or  attorney’s 
fees  and  is  provided  with 
counsel.

An  Open  Letter  to  Mayor  Ray  Flynn: 

This  morning  as  I  read  the  Boston  Globe’s 
coverage  of  yesterday’s  “Right-to-Life”  rally,  I 
distinctly  recalled  the  words  of  one  mayoral  can¬ 
didate  at  a  public  forum  on  women’s  issues  on 
October  27,  1983.  “I  will  never  use  the  office  of 
mayor  to  promote  my  personal  views  on  abor¬ 
tion.  ...”  he  said,  vowing  to  respect  the  law  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  which  guaran¬ 
tees  a  woman’s  right  to  choose  abortion. 

Yet  only  three  months  later,  as  Mayor  Flynn, 
your  presence  and  support  at  an  anti-abortion 
event  was  well  publicized.  1  can  only  express  my 
disappointment  that  you  have  forgotten  your 
promise  to  the  women  of  this  city. 

This  is  a  year  when  the  battle  over  abortion 
rights  will  be  particularly  heated,  particularly 
public,  and  particularly  important.  In  a  state 
which  is  79  percent  pro-choice,  we  face  the 
possibility  of  a  binding  anti-abortion  referendum 
on  the  November  ballot.  This  amendment  to  the 
Massachusetts  constitution  would  attempt  to  fur¬ 
ther  limit  access  to  abortion  services  for  all 
women. 

As  the  campaign  develops  this  year,  I  ask  you 
to  honor  your  commitment  to  the  women  of 
Boston  to  refrain  from  using  the  power  of  your 
new  office  to  promote  your  personal  opinions  on 
such  an  important  issue.

By  speaking  at  the  Massachusetts 
Citizens  for  Life  anti-abortion  rights  rally  at 
Faneuil  Hall  on  January  22,  Mayor  Flynn  has, 
only  3  weeks  after  taking  office,  broken  his  cam¬ 
paign  promise  not  to  use  the  power  of  his  position 
to  further  anti-choice,  “pro-life”  interests.  We 
seek  to  make  him  accountable  for  his  actions. 

Dear  Mayor  Flynn, 

You  have  betrayed  the  trust  of  the  women  of 
Boston. 

You  promised  that  you  would  not  use  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  your  position  as  mayor  to  further  anti¬ 
choice  “pro-life”  interests.  Your  appearance  at 
the  January  22  “pro-life”  rally  at  Faneuil  Hall 
not  only  demonstrate*  political  dishonesty,  but 
also  insults  the  thousands  of  women  who  were 
your  supporters.  Clearly,  you  underestimate  the 
importance  of  this  issue  and  the  power  of  women 
in  this  city  to  hold  you  accountable  for  your  ac¬ 
tions.

The  old  line  “those  who  do  not  remember  the 
past  are  forced  to  relive  it”  could  apply  here.  If 
we  don’t  somehow  keep  the  fire  6f  Stonewall  re¬

I  am  currently  imprisoned  in  the  Ohio  Refor¬ 
matory  for  Women  and  to  those  reading  this  you 
probably  won’t  realize  the  importance  of  a  hug,  a 
kiss  or  to  be  held.  Don’t  do  any  of  those  or  receive 
any  for  a  few  weeks  or  a  month.  How  about 
several  months,  or  years!  And  see  how  it  feels! 

I’ve  been  locked  up  since  April,  1983  and  I 
don’t  really  miss  sex,  but  I’d  give  my  state  pay  for 
the  next  year  just  to  be  held  for  a  few  minutes 
without  fear  of  being  put  in  DC  (disciplinary  con¬ 
trol). 

Not  only  can  we  not  touch,  but  it’s  so  difficult 
to  find  anyone  that  genuinely  cares.  Why  is  it  so 
wrong  to  need  affection? 

To  those  of  you  who  read  this  and  have  thought 
about  writing  a  lesbian  or  gay  that  are  in¬ 
carcerated,  do  it.  Because  some  of  us  have  no 
emotional  support  from  anyone.  It’s  almost  like  a 
touch  because  you  have  reached  out  and  it  shows 
you  care.  If  you  overlook  the  ‘Prisoners  Seeking 
Friends’  section  usually,  look  through  it  now  and 
then.  There  are  some  wonderful  people  there. 

We,  as  prisoners,  can  bring  a  lot  into  your  life. 
Please  reach  out  and  show  someone  you  can  care.

Dear  A.  Kent, 

I  know  how  hard  it  is  for  some  of  us  to  come 
out,  and  I  am  truly  sorry  that  for  you,  ‘the  kiss’ 
was  a  threatening  experience.  For  me,  and  for 
many  others  who  have  contacted  me  from  across 
the  state  and  country,  it  was  an  exhilarating  mo¬ 
ment,  an  affirmation  to  our  mutual  commitment 
to  release  our  people  from  fear. 

You  raise  a  legitimate  point  in  your  note; 
whether  this  act  might  have  negative  effects  on 
our  movement.  I  do  not  think  so  —  no  reaction 
from  the  ‘straight’  community  was  as  strong  as 
yours. 

You  indicate  that  I  ‘flaunted’  my  sexuality, 
that  straight  candidates  would  not  behave  this 
way,  and  that  my  behavior  was  less  than  desira¬ 
ble.  Those  who  know  me  know  that  I  lack  the  re¬ 
quisite  amount  of  camp  to  flaunt  anything;  most  of 
us  are  used  to  the  traditional  kisses  exchanged  by 
straight  couples  when  one  wins  an  election;  and  I 
found  my  behavior  quite  desirable. 

You  indicate  that  you  felt  that  my  behavior  was 
in  bad  taste.  I  think  that  a  kiss  is  never  in  bad  taste 
unless  it  is  false  in  its  intention,  or  the  recipient 
unwilling. 

I  am  sad  that  you  feel  so  threatened,  but  I  know 
that  you  are  nonetheless  proud  that  we  elected  an 
openly  gay  person  to  the  city  council.  It  is  time 
that  we  support  each  other  because  we  have  em¬ 
barked  on  a  scary  mission  —  that  of  freeing  our 
community  from  oppression  and  each  other  from 
its  internalized  manifestations.  Thank  you  for  the 
offer  to  come  share  my  feelings  with  you.  If  you 
feel  this  might  help  convince  you  of  my  caring 
and  sincerity,  I  would  gladly  come.

Anyone  demonstrating  an  active  and  extended  commitment  to  working 
on  GCN  can  become  a  member  and  help  determine  the  policy  and  direction  of 
the  paper  through  monthly  membership  meetings.  We  need  volunteers  in 
order  to  get  the  paper  out  each  week  and,  equally  important,  to  maintain  the 
broad  base  of  perspectives  that  makes  us  a  community  newspaper.

punished  for  love 

Dear  GCN, 

Several  months  ago  I  personally  experienced  a 
punishment  I’ll  never  forget.  One  day  I  found 
myself  lonely  for  a  companion  and  wasn’t  sure 
where  to  look  in  a  Maximum  Security  housing 
unit.  After  a  few  hours  of  strolling  the  tier  during 
a  exercise  period,  I  found  a  particular  prisoner 
that  was  willing  to  participate  in  a  little  oral 
copulation  to  include  some  oral  sex.  Finally  after 
looking  for  a  passage  way  around  the  roaming  of¬ 
ficials,  we  made  special  arrangements  for  us  to 
meet  and  fall  passionately  into  each  others  arms. 

Being  two  gay  individuals  and  having  sex 
within  a  ‘Correctional  Compound’  is  a  beautiful 
and  rare  experience  and  not  one  to  forget  easily. 
But  in  prison  this  social  activity  can  bring  down 
administrative  ‘justice’  on  your  back. 

One  night  it  happened.  They  came  roaring  in 
like  wild  beasts,  through  the  sliding  doors.  Eight 
correctional  officers  and  with  them  a  video 
camera  crew  filming  the  incident  and  last  but  not 
least  the  Chief  Deputy  Warden’s  Assistant. 

My  first  thought  after  the  command  was  given 
was  to  protect  my  mate  from  seriously  becoming 
injured  in  their  rough  treatment.  I  sent  three  of 
them  to  the  hospital  before  they  knocked  me  to 
the  cement  floor  with  a  direct  blow  from  a  PR-24 
(nightstick)  and  dragged  me  to  an  isolation  cell. 

Sitting  in  isolation,  I  found  myself  wondering 
about  my  lover  and  growing  cold  with  nothing  to 
cover  my  bare  body  with.  The  following  morning 
I  was  placed  in  heavy  restraints  (they  must  have 
been  really  scared  of  me!)  and  handcuffed  behind 
my  back  to  the  bars  so  I  could  not  sit  down. 
Several  times  for  the  next  three  days  I  was  beaten 
and  spit  upon  and  given  no  clothing. 

Today  I’m  serving  a  90  day  detention  period 
for  assaulting  three  officers  with  possible 
criminal  charges  for  sexual  activity.  But  this  is 
nothing  compared  to  the  civil  lawsuit  that  I  filed 
against  the  ‘correctional’  personnel  for  inhuman 
and  barbarous  treatment  toward  a  prisoner, 
which  also  carries  a  criminal  code  penalty  with 
prison  terms.  We  shall  see  who  wins!

Dear  Friends, 

As  an  avid  reader  and  occasional  contributor  to 
GCN,  I  wanted  your  staff  to  see  the  following 
quote,  taken  from  Dr.  June  Manchover  Reinisch, 
the  new  Director  of  the  Kinsey  Institute  for 
Research  in  Sex,  Gender,  and  Reproduction.  She 
was  interviewed  on  Bloomington,  IN,  public 
radio  on  January  24,  1984.  I  think  you’ll  be  most 
interested  in  what  she  has  to  say: 

“I  feel  that  non-consensual  sex  is  harmful 
and  I  feel  that  a  child  is  not  in  a  position  to 
consent.  So  it  is  my  personal  opinion  and 
that  of  the  Institute  that  any  interaction  be¬ 
tween  adults  and  children  of  a  sexual  nature 
is  wrong  and  bad  for  the  child  and  probably 
bad  for  the  adult  as  well.  But  that’s  the 
adult’s  decision.  But  it  is  wrong  and  bad  for 
the  development  of  children,  and  we  are  ab¬ 
solutely  against  it  (pederasty).” 

Dr  Reinisch  said  this,  incidently,  twenty 
minutes  after  advocating  the  use  of  the  drug 
Depo-Provera  in  the  “rehabilitation”  of  “non¬ 
violent  sex  criminals.”  She  noted  that  the  drug 
has  been  proven  effective  in  “helping.  .  .individ¬ 
uals  to  stop  their  obsessive  behavior. .  .(and) 
return  to  a  normal  and  healthy  sex  life  with  their 
wives.” 

The  opinions  of  Dr.  Reinisch  and  her  staff  will 
appear  every  day  in  some  75  American  newspa¬ 
pers  —  among  them  the  Boston  Globe,  The  Los 
Angeles  Times,  and  others  —  with  the  Feb.  5  in¬ 
ception  of  The  Kinsey  Report  sex-information 
column.

200  Meet  With 
Providence  Police

PROVIDENCE,  RI  —  Over 
200  people  attended  a  meeting  on 
Jan.  28  between  the  Providence 
Police  Department  and  the  gay 
and  lesbian  community  following 
a  series  of  violent  incidents  in  and 
around  the  city’s  gay  bars. 

Chuck  Noice,  a  gay  man  who 
acts  as  an  unofficial  liaison  be¬ 
tween  the  police  and  the  gay  com¬ 
munity,  said  that  the  meeting  was 
attended  by  the  “top  command” 
and  that  it  was  constructive.  He 
told  GCN  that  as  a  result  of  the 
meeting,  a  committee  of  gay  peo¬ 
ple  will  be  formed  who  will  do  in- 
service  training  programs  with  the 
police  department  and  will  also 
work  with  the  director  of  the 
police  academy  on  programs 
there. 

Major  Walter  E.  Clark,  who  at¬ 
tended  the  meeting,  said  that  he 
saw  this  as  a  way  to  update  newer 
police  officers  so  that  they  would 
be  prepared  to  deal  with  the  gay 
community. 

While  Noice  is  generally  positive 
about  the  police  department  he 
thinks  that  there  are  attitudinal 
problems  among  some  of  the  rank 
and  file. 

Noice  said  that  the  200  attendees 


represented  a  range  of  people  in¬ 
cluding  some  bar  owners  and 
managers. 

The  meeting  followed  a  series  of 
incidents  in  late  December  and 
early  January  which  included  a 
bombing  of  a  gay  bar,  telephoned 
threats  to  the  bars,  a  knifing  inci¬ 
dent  which  resulted  in  the  death  of 
one  gay  man  and  the  hospitaliza¬ 
tion  of  another,  and  alleged  police 
misconduct  within  the  Mirabar. 

The  incident  at  the  Mirarbar  oc¬ 
curred  only  moments  after  the 
stabbing  a  short  distance  outside 
the  bar.  The  police  went  into  the 
bar,  presumably  to  question  peo¬ 
ple  about  the  incident.  Members 
of  the  gay  community  who  were  in 
the  gay  at  the  time  said  that  the 
police  were  wearing  leather  jackets 
and  people  assumed  they  were 
civilians.  The  police  did  not  iden¬ 
tify  themselves,  according  to  wit¬ 
nesses,  until  after  a  fight  had 
erupted  between  the  officers  and  a 
customer. 

The  customer,  and  a  bouncer 
who  attempted  to  intervene,  were 
both  charged  with  assault  of  a 
police  officer.  Bill  Clifton,  an  at¬ 
torney  for  one  of  the  men,  said  that 
he  expects  the  trial  to  be  held  late 


February  or  early  March.  He  also 
said  that  he  is  filing  a  civil  suit 
against  the  police  on  behalf  of  his 
client. 

Noice  said  that  complaint  has 
been  brought  against  the  police 
and  that  the  Department  of  Inter¬ 
nal  Affairs  is  investigating.  He 
said  that  several  witnesses  are  pass¬ 
ing  statements  on  to  Internal  Af¬ 
fairs  concerning  the  incident. 

Clifton  told  GCN  that  the  in¬ 
vestigation  could  have  a  bearing 
on  the  court  cases,  particularly  if 
the  officers  are  found  guilty  of  any 
misconduct. 

Three  men  from  Fall  River, 
Massachusetts  were  apprehended 
by  the  police  in  connection  with 
the  stabbing  outside  the  Mirarbar 
and  are  being  held  pending  a  bail 
hearing.  Lt.  Paul  LeBuff,  who  is 
investigating,  told  GCN  that  one 
of  the  suspects  was  an  escapee 
from  a  Massachusetts  prison 
where  he  was  serving  time  for 
breaking  and  entering. 

Noice  told  GCN  that  there  have 
been  no  major  incidents  since  the 
early  part  of  January.

Judge  Dismisses  Charges 
Against  70  Missile  Demonstrators

BOSTON  —  Municipal  Court 
Judge  Mario  Umana  has  dismissed 
charges  of  trespassing  and  dis¬ 
orderly  conduct  brought  against 
more  than  70  people  who  attended 
a  demonstration  to  protest  a 
December  1 2  conference  on  missile 
technology  (see  GCN,  Vol.  11, 
No.  23). 

“I  am  inclined  to  dismiss  this 
case,  with  your  consent,”  Judge 
Umana  on  Jan.  25  told  the  batch 
of  protesters  at  the  first  of  three 
hearings  scheduled  in  the  case.  “In 
my  humble  opinion,  there  are 
some  constitutional  issues  of  free¬ 
dom  of  expression  involved.” 

Those  arrested  were  primarily 
people  who  had  participated  in  a 
civil  disobedience  action  aimed  at 
blockading  the  Howard  Johnson’s 
hotel  where  the  conference  was 
held.  However,  a  significant  num¬ 
ber  of  participants  in  a  legal  picket 
line  were  also  arrested,  as  were 
several  legal  observers  and  this 
reporter.  Many  of  those  arrested 
reported  verbal  and  physical  abuse 
by  police. 


An  exasperated  assistant  district 
attorney  noted,  for  the  record, 
that  he  opposed  dismissal  of  the 
cases. 

“The  Commonwealth  opposes 
dismissal,”  observed  Judge 
Umana,  “so  I  will  have  to  take  it 
into  my  own  hands  as  to  what  is 
fair  and  what  is  just.  I  am  sug¬ 
gesting  in  advance  a  dismissal,  but 
before  I  do  so  I  think  in  good  con¬ 
science  I  would  have  to  hear  some 
facts.” 

A  police  officer  was  called  to  the 
witness  stand  and  quickly  sworn 
in.  Judge  Umana  asked  him  for  a 
brief  account  of  the  circum¬ 
stances. 

“They  were  ordered  out  by  the 
person  in  charge  of  the 
operation,”  said  the  officer. 
“They  refused  to  leave.” 

“On  the  basis  of  those  facts, 
Mr.  District  Attorney,  1  am  inclin¬ 
ed  to  dismiss  all  the  charges.” 

Judge  Umana  turned  to  the  de¬ 
fendants.  “Let  me  at  least  try  to 
relate  to  you  what  the  real  problem 
is,”  he  said.  “Under  the  Constitu¬ 


tion,  you  have  the  right  to  express 
yourself.  You  have  the  right  to  ex¬ 
press  your  feelings  with  respect  to 
any  governmental  action ....  But 
you’ve  got  to  understand  that 
there’s  an  equally  strong  principle 
of  observance  of  what  the  legal 
process  is ....  I  realize  how  impor¬ 
tant  an  issue  it  may  be  for  many  of 
you.” 

The  entire  procedure  lasted  per¬ 
haps  a  quarter  hour,  and  it  was  ef¬ 
ficiently  repeated  on  each  of  the 
two  succeeding  days  for  all  the  re¬ 
maining  defendants.  It  was  per¬ 
haps  something  of  an  anti-climax 
for  those  who  had  planned  to 
make  statements  about  militarism 
in  open  court.  But  there  was  a 
sense  of  relief  when  it  was  over, 
and  some  defendants  must  surely 
have  breathed  an  additional  sigh 
of  relief  upon  learning,  several 
days  later,  that  the  Colonnade 
Hotel,  responding  to  pressure 
from  the  demonstrators,  announc¬ 
ed  the  cancellation  of  the  sponsor¬ 
ing  organization’s  next  scheduled 
war  technology  conference.

Sandifer  said  that  there  had 
been  a  tacit  understanding  be¬ 
tween  MGA,  PFLAG  and  then 
Attorney  General  Allain’s  office 
that  they  would  not  push  the  issue 
until  following  the  election.

pie.  Because  of  the  gaybaiting  and 
...  a  Republican  in  office  watch¬ 
ing  to  see  if  our  charters  got  ap¬ 
proved,  we  said  we’ll  sit  on  it  until 
after  the  election.  We  hated  the 
gaybaiting  worse  than  the  At¬ 
torney  General.  We  told  him  he 
could  wait  on  it.  In  the  long  run,  it 
went  against  us.  He  probably 
knew  it  was  going  to  go  against 
us.... If  he  had  done  an  unfair 
ruling  before  the  election  he  would 
have  lost  a  lot  of  votes,  too.  Either 
way  it  would  have  gone  against 
him.” 

GCN  contacted  the  new  At¬ 
torney  General,  Edwin  Pittman, 
who  was  Secretary  of  state  until 
the  November  elections  which  put 
Allain  into  the  governor’s  seat.  He 
emphasized  that  his  administra¬ 
tion  had  been  in  office  less  than  30 
days  and  told  GCN,  “Because  of 
your  call  1  will  review  this  matter, 
though  we  have  not  been  asked  to 
review  it  so  far  as  I  know.” 

However,  Payne  told  GCN  that 
the  executive  director  of  the 
Mississippi  chapter  of  the  ACLU, 
Jan  Lewis,  had  contacted  Pittman 


to  see  if  “we  would  have  con¬ 
sideration  for  renewed  applica¬ 
tion.”  She  continued  “[we  receiv¬ 
ed]  no  response  so  [we  will  have  to 
make]  a  formal  reapplication.  If 
we  don’t  receive  a  favorable  re¬ 
sponse,  we’ll  go  to  court.” 

JoAnn  Klein  of  the  g  nor’s 
office  told  GCN  that  Governor 
Allain  has  no  comment  regarding 
the  denial  of  charter  and  that  he 
will  not  comment  on  it  in  the 
future. 

Sandifer  commented  to  GCN 
that  “in  Tennessee,  where  the 
same  statutes  are  on  the  books, 
[similar  gay]  organizations  have 
been  chartered.”  When  asked  why 
he  thought  the  MGA  and  PFLAG 
charters  were  refused,  he  said, 
“Somebody  in  that  attorney 
general’s  office  has  a  bad  problem 
with  sexual  identity.” 

He  told  GCN,  “We’re  going  to 
get  that  charter  if  1  have  to  go  over 
there  and  sit  until  they  arrest  me.”

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Unabashed  Activism:  Ray  Hill  of  Houston

Houston,  Texas  provides  one  of 
the  clearest  examples  of  the  recent 
burgeoning  across  the  country  of 
gay  electoral  clout.  In  1981,  most 
of  the  candidates  endorsed  by  the 
Houston  Gay  Political  Caucus,  in¬ 
cluding  Kathy  Whitmire,  the  city’s 


Born  42  years  ago,  Hill  grew  up 
in  what  he  describes  as  a  typical 
poor-white,  “kind  of  redneck" 
area  on  the  outskirts  of  Houston. 
His  father’s  father  had  been  a 
small-town  politician  in  central 
Texas,  his  mother’s  father  a  marx- 
ist  doctor  who  took  corn  and  cot¬

first  woman  mayor,  won  easy  vic¬ 
tories,  making  for  drastic  changes 
in  the  local  political  atmosphere. 
But  if  the  Caucus  has  brought  the 
Houston  lesbian  and  gay  commu¬ 
nity  into  the  political  mainstream, 
Ray  Hill,  for  years  one  of  its  most 
prominent  members,  stands  out  in 
sharp  contrast  with  the  suit-and- 
tie  formality  of  most  electoral  ef¬ 
forts. 


ton  as  payment  for  his  services. 
Hill’s  mother  was  a  life-long 
labor-oriented  Democrat  and 
organizer.  When  Ray  Hill  came 
out  to  his  parents  in  the  late  ’50s, 
when  he  was  still  in  high  school, 
his  mother  was  relieved  that  he 
would  at  least  be  a  Democrat, 
since  she  couldn’t  imagine  a 
homosexual  Republican. 

Hill  says  he  has  been  upfront 


about  his  sexuality  ever  since.  If 
he  wasn’t  the  brunt  of  homopho¬ 
bic  attacks  in  school  and  wasn’t 
labeled  “queer,”  as  were  the 
young  men  he  dated,  it  was  likely 
because  of  his  position  as  a  star 
quarterback  on  the  school’s  foot¬ 
ball  team. 

Hill’s  first  political  involvement 
was  registering  Black  people  to 
vote  and  by  the  mid-’60s  he  was 
active  in  the  anti-war  movement. 

He  became  active  in  pre-Stonewall 
gay  activism,  attending  the  North 
American  Conference  of  Homo- 
phile  Organizations  in  1968.  That 
same  year  he  helped  found  KPFT, 
Houston’s  Pacifica  station. 

In  1966  Hill  discovered  an  unor¬ 
thodox,  if  effective,  means  of 
financing  his  political  activities, 
the  proceeds  of  which  earned  him 
a  reputation  as  a  generous  and 
resourceful  colleague:  he  became 
a  burglar,  specializing  in  antique 
furniture  and  art  work.  “It  was 
nice  work,”  he  says.  “I  didn’t 
have  to  work  very  long  hours.  But  v. 
the  work  was  hard,  lots  of  heavy  -gl 
lifting.”  He  had  accumulated  two  i2 
warehouses  full  of  goods  when,  in  £ 
1969,  he  was  “retired  by  way  of  ®

tice  charge  with  the  National 
Labor  Relations  Board  (NLRB) 
on  Jan.  17.  Two  days  later,  on 
Jan.  19,  he  said  he  received  a 
memo  dated  Jan.  10  in  which  he 
was  offered  a  temporary  job  as  a 
financial  interviewer.  Todd  ex¬ 
pressed  every  confidence  that 
work  more  suited  to  his  skills  and 
interests  will  be  found  for  him. 
And,  in  spite  of  Todd’s  recent  job 
troubles  at  the  Center,  he  de¬ 
scribed  the  administration/staff 
relationship  as  “friendly.” 

Mendiola  saw  the  management 
attitudes  as  less  than  benevolent. 
He  says  the  administration  hired  a 
consultant  known  in  labor  circles 
as  a  “union  buster.”  And  Dorothy 
Osby,  the  organizer  from  Local 
399,  agreed,  but  had  some  good 
words  for  the  Center’s  administra¬ 
tion.  She  was  invited  to  attend  a 
staff  meeting  held  on  Jan.  25  to  en¬ 
sure  that  the  union  position  would 
be  presented  to  the  entire  staff. 
She  said,  “I’ve  been  with  the 
union  for  about  15  years  as  an 
organizer  and  only  twice  have  I 
been  invited  to  sit  in  on  an 
employee’s  meeting  to  discuss  the 
union  and  organizing.  Once  we 
went  there,  we  knew  they’d  cam¬ 
paign  from  their  own  perspective, 
but  they  weren’t  hostile.” 

Curlee  denied  that  the  consul¬ 
tant  was  hired  to  bust  the  union. 
Instead,  she  maintained  that  the 
consultant  advised  her  and  other 
Center  administrative  personnel  to 
base  their  decisions  on  what  would 
be  best  for  the  Center,  and  not 
simply  to  react  negatively  to  the 
union.  “I  felt  real  good  about  that 
because  I  didn’t  want  to  get  involv¬ 
ed  with  somebody  who  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  busting  the  union  and 
dealing  on  a  level  that  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  issue.” 


Both  Todd  and  Mendiola  expect 
to  be  named  to  the  contract 
negotiating  committee.  Between 
them,  they  listed  three  items  they 
hope  will  be  discussed  in  negotia¬ 
tions.  Included  are  affirmative  ac¬ 
tion  to  hire  more  women  and  peo¬ 
ple  of  color,  improvement  of  the 
working  conditions  in  the  clinic, 
and  the  consistent  enforcement  of 
the  Center’s  personnel  policy. 

Curlee  had  no  argument  with 
any  of  these  and  agreed  that  each 
could  help  the  Center  function 
more  smoothly.  She  said  the  board 
of  directors  is  already  at  work  on 
an  affirmative  action  plan  and  that 
the  clinic  has  been  under  construc¬ 
tion  for  about  three  years.  Com¬ 
pletion  of  the  clinic  remodeling 
has  been  hampered  by  a  lack  of 
funds  and  the  recent  collapse  of 
the  roof  due  to  some  heavy  Los 
Angeles  rains. 

Todd  commented  that  he  con¬ 
siders  the  personnel  policy  a  good 
one,  but  that  it  is  frequently  not 
enforced.  It  was,  in  fact,  a  person¬ 
nel  decision  with  which  the  clinic 
staff  strongly  disagreed  that  pre¬ 
cipitated  the  union  drive  a  few 
months  ago.  Curlee  placed  blame 
for  the  inconsistent  enforcement 
of  the  policy  on  staff  as  well  as 
management.  She  said  staffpeople 
had  been  unwilling  to  use  the 
grievance  procedure  outlined  in 
the  policy. 

Curlee  characterized  the  dis¬ 
puted  firing  of  the  clinic  worker  as 
“the  straw  that  broke  the  camels’ 
backs,”  and  she  acknowledged 
that  the  Center’s  work  en¬ 
vironment  can  be  very  stressful. 
“[It’s]  the  nature  of  an  organiza¬ 
tion  where  we  try  real  hard  to  pro¬ 
vide  entirely  too  many  services  to 
too  many  people.... We  all  get 
real  tired.  We  have  45  paid  staff- 


people  and  we  probably  have 
about  400  volunteers  and  have 
about  10,000  people  in  and  out  of 
the  building  every  month  and  it’s  a 
lot  of  work.” 

Aaron  Todd  and  Frank  Men¬ 
diola  gave  Dorothy  Osby  and 
Local  399  high  marks  for  their  at¬ 
titudes  toward  the  gay  and  lesbian 
workers  at  the  Center.  Todd  said, 
“I  approached  the  union  with  a 
certain  amount  of  trepidation.  But 
I  haven’t  encountered  any 
homophobia.” 

Todd  told  GCN  that  he  was  sur¬ 
prised  to  learn  SEIU  had  been  the 
union  that  proposed  the  resolution 
calling  for  enactment  of  gay/les¬ 
bian  civil  rights  laws  approved  by 
the  AFL-CIO  at  its  national  con¬ 
vention  this  past  fall.  “It  came  as  a 
surprise  to  me  that  I  had  picked 
the  right  union,”  Todd  recalled. 

Mendiola  attended  the  AFL- 
CIO  convention  and  was  aware  of 
the  resolution,  as  well  as  the  com¬ 
panion  resolution  passed  urging 
increased  federal  funding  for 
AIDS  research.  Osby  did  not 
credit  the  resolutions  for  her 
local’s  involvement  in  the  Center 
organizing,  though.  “We  went  in 
there  because  the  employees  need¬ 
ed  assistance  getting  things  done,” 
she  said. 

Osby  expects  the  election  to  be 
certified  by  the  NLRB  within  five 
days  and  then  proposals  for  the 
contract  will  be  gathered  from  the 
Center  workers.  Negotiations  be¬ 
tween  the  Center’s  administration 
and  its  staff  will  begin  by  the  end 
of  February.

“What  are  you  writing  about  now,”  said  my 
friend  to  me  over  the  phone. 

“I’m  writing  a  short  profile  of  Gay  and  Les¬ 
bian  Advocates  and  Defenders.” 

“Great!”  he  exclaimed.  “I  was  sent  one  of 
their  brochures  in  the  mail  telling  a  bit  about 
what  they  do.  I  read  it  and  I  was  struck  by  the 
thought  that  they  really  seem  to  be  out  there 
working  for  our  rights  at  a  time  when  there  are 
so  many  forces  actively  fighting  against  us.” 

After  a  slight  pause,  he  continued.  “Instinc- 
tually,  I’m  not  one  to  contribute  to  anything,  ex¬ 
cept  maybe  public  television,  but  I  may  give 
them  some  money.  I  think  they’ve  hit  a  nerve.” 

•  •  • 

I’m  not  sure  if  it’s  exactly  a  nerve  that  they’ve 
hit,  but  more  likely  it’s  a  long-standing  need.  In  a 
legal  system  which  often  seems  unsympathetic 
at  best  to  lesbian  and  gay  concerns,  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Advocates  and  Defenders  (GLAD)  is 
stepping  in  to  serve,  as  its  name  suggests,  as 
advocates  and  defenders  for  the  rights  of  gay 
and  lesbian  people. 

According  to  the  organization’s  executive 
director,  Kathy  Travers,  GLAD’s  purpose  is  two¬ 
fold.  “In  legal  areas,”  she  said,  “we  are  working 
to  give  lesbians  and  gays  a  way  to  defend 
ourselves  in  our  own  voices.  In  education,  we 
want  to  help  make  the  lesbian  and  gay  com-

munity,  the  legal  community  and  the  general 
public  aware  of  the  current  state  of  laws  and 
issues  that  may  affect  the  lives  of  gays  and  les¬ 
bians.” 

GLAD’s  roots  sprouted  in  1978  as  Boston  was 
reaching  the  national  spotlight  when  the  police 
department  was  cracking  down  on  the  gay  com¬ 
munity.  One  hundred  and  three  men  had  been 
arrested  at  the  Boston  Public  Library  restrooms

on  solicitation  charges  and  during  that  same 
year  police  raided  a  house  in  Revere  charging 
residents  with  engaging  in  sexual  activities 
with  young  boys.  In  both  instances  the  majority 
of  charges  were  fabricated  and  eventually  most 
of  the  men  were  acquitted,  but  only  after  facing 
public  embarrassment  and  disgrace. 

As  these  events  were  transpiring,  there  was 
initially  no  unified  voice  speaking  for  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  these  men,  but  soon  to  step  into  this  void 
was  a  group  of  concerned  lawyers  and  gay  and 
lesbian  community  activists  who  joined  to¬ 
gether  to  represent  those  arrested  and  to  help 
diminish  the  public  hysteria  generated  by  the 
District  Attorney’s  Office  and  the  media.  Some 
of  these  group  members  became  the  founders 
of  what  is  known  today  as  GLAD. 

Over  the  past  five  years,  the  organization  has 


fices  of  one  of  its  founding  lawyers,  GLAD  mov¬ 
ed  into  its  own  space  two  and  a  half  years  ago, 
then  staffed  by  a  part-time  staff  person.  Over  a 
year  ago,  this  has  enlarged  to  a  full-time  posi¬ 
tion  assisted  by  work/study  law  students  and 
student  interns. 

GLAD  has  a  ten-member  Board  of  Directors 
made  up  of  a  balanced  mix  of  lawyers  and  other 
community  people.  They  are  responsible  for 
setting  policy,  writing  the  organization’s 
newsletter  and  correspondence,  fundraising 
and  coordinating  speaking  engagements  to 
legal  and  community  groups  on  request. 

Since  GLAD  limits  the  cases  it  handles  to 
those  involved  in  actual  lesbian  and  gay  rights 
issues,  the  Board  is  also  responsible  for  screen¬ 
ing  cases  coming  into  the  office  to  determine 
which  ones  it  can  take  on. 

When  the  Board  makes  a  decision  to  accept  a 
case,  it  contacts  one  of  its  cooperating  at¬ 
torneys  to  take  the  case  through  litigation.  The 
cooperating  attorneys  work  on  a  voluntary  basis 
and,  says  Travers,  “They  are  lawyers  who  have  a 
need  and  a  desire  to  use  their  expertise  to  ad¬ 
vance  gay  and  lesbian  rights.”  Last  year  approx¬ 
imately  14  attorneys  served  in  this  capacity. 
Travers  hopes  there  will  be  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  cooperating  attorneys  for  GLAD  to  be 
able  to  accept  a  larger  number  of  cases.

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discrimination;  occupational  licensing; 
prisoner’s  rights;  immigration  policies;  adop¬ 
tion;  rights  of  AIDS  patients;  freedom  of  speech, 
association,  and  the  press;  and  other  civil  liber¬ 
ties  issues. 

Another  large  portion  of  GLAD’s  resources 
and  energies  goes  into  its  education  project. 
According  to  its  official  brochure,  “The  project 
has  two  primary  audiences:  the  gay  and  lesbian 
community,  and  the  legal  community  (concern¬ 
ed  attorneys  and  legal  workers,  judges,  legal 
associations,  and  law  students).” 

GLAD  attempts  to  keep  abreast  of  the  con¬ 
stantly  changing  array  of  laws  and  court  de¬ 
cisions  on  the  local  and  national  level  as  they 
affect  the  lives  of  lesbians  and  gay  men.  GLAD 
staff,  Board  members  and  cooperating  at¬ 
torneys  share  this  information  by  speaking  to 
community  groups  including  political  organiza¬ 
tions  and  law  school  classes  and  through  their 
participation  and  presentations  at  conferences 
where  gay  rights  and  the  law  is  an  issue.  Among 
the  many  conferences  they  attended  this  year 
were  the  14th  National  Conference  on  Women 
and  the  Law;  Gay  Men’s  Health  Crisis  (NY)  Con¬ 
ference  on  AIDS;  and  the  National  Litigator’s 
Conference  on  Sodomy  Challenges. 

They  also  publish  a  quarterly  newsletter, 
GLAD  Briefs,  which  gives  updates  of  recent 
decisions  and  legislation  nationwide  and  lists 
current  publications  of  interest  to  its  member¬ 


ship.  To  be  available  soon  is  their  3rd  Edition  of 
the  Attorneys  Directory  for  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Rights,  which  is  a  national  listing  of  attorneys 
having  an  interest  and  experience  in  gay  and 
lesbian  legal  issues. 

GLAD  is  hoping  to  initiate  an  “Information 
Sheet  Series”  which  will  outline  specific  issues 
of  interest.  Two  proposed  areas  for  the  series 
are  the  rights  of  lesbian  and  gay  prisoners  and 
lesbian  and  gay  marriages. 

A  large  part  of  GLAD’s  operating  expenses 
are  derived  through  the  generous  contributions 
of  individuals  and  organizations  and  through 
honoraria  paid  at  some  of  its  speaking  engage¬ 
ments.  For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  during 
this  year  a  small  part  of  GLAD’s  budget  was  pro¬ 
vided  by  grants  from  four  progressive  founda¬ 
tions.  Travers  is  excited  by  the  prospect  of  foun¬ 
dation  support  continuing  and  enlarging  in  the 
future,  but  she  emphasizes  that  donations  from 
the  community,  which  are  tax  deductible,  are 
most  welcome  and  needed  if  GLAD  is  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  grow  in  its  ability  to  serve  the  legal 
needs  of  gay  men  and  lesbians. 

GLAD  will  be  celebrating  its  5th  Anniversary 
with  a  party  at  a  member’s  home  on  February 
26.  For  those  who  are  interested  in  attending  or

GLAD  has  been  instrumental  in  vindicating 
and  protecting  the  rights  of  lesbians  and  gays  in 
a  number  of  precedent-setting  cases  through¬ 
out  its  short  history.  These  include: 

Bezio  v.  Patenaude.  In  this  lesbian  child 
custody  case,  GLAD,  along  with  Custody  Action 
for  Lesbian  Mothers  (CALM),  filed  an  amicus 
curiae  (friend  of  the  court)  brief  convincing  the 
Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court  to  over¬ 
turn  a  lower-court  decision  declaring  that  a  les¬ 
bian  household  would  adversely  affect  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  children. 

Fricke  v.  Lynch.  This  landmark  First  Amend¬ 
ment  decision  ordered  school  officials  to  per¬ 
mit  student  Aaron  Fricke  to  attend  the  Cumber¬ 
land  (Rhode  Island)  High  School  prom  with  a 
male  date. 

When  the  Massachusetts  State  Senate  re¬ 
cently  sent  a  proposed  Gay  Rights  Bill  to  the 
state’s  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  GLAD  filed  an 
amicus  curiae  brief  advising  the  court  of  the 
merits  of  the  legislation.  The  court  ruled  that 
the  proposed  bill  was  constitutional  and  sent  it 
back  to  the  Senate  where  it  unfortunately  died, 
but  has  a  better  chance  of  passing  during  the 
current  session. 

Other  areas  of  litigation  GLAD  is  tackling  in¬ 
clude  sodomy  laws;  police  entrapment;  employ¬ 
ment  discrimination  and  harassment;  housing

Enigma  at  Glad  Day 

Glad  Day  Bookshop  will  host  a  publication 
party  for  Andrew  Hodges,  author  of  the  highly  ac¬ 
claimed  biography  Alan  Turing:  The  Enigma,  on 
Saturday,  February  11  from  1  to  3PM.  Glad  Day, 
Boston’s  gay  and  lesbian  bookshop,  is  located  at 
43  Winter  St.  across  from  the  Park  St.  “T”  in  the 
Downtown  Crossing  area. 

Alan  Turing:  The  Enigma  is  the  biography  of 
one  of  Britain’s  pioneering  mathematicians,  a 
computer  scientist  who  broke  the  Nazi’s  secret 
code  in  World  War  II  (“the  Enigma”).  During  his 
lifetime,  Turing’s  work  was  a  closely  guarded 
secret  and  he  never  received  recognition  as  a  na¬ 
tional  hero.  At  the  end  of  his  life  he  was  regarded 
as  a  criminal,  since  he  freely  admitted  he  was 
homosexual  and  homosexuality  was  still  a 
criminal  offense.  Rather  than  imprisoning  him, 
authorities  committed  Turing  to  a  horrendous 
medical  treatment  in  an  attempt  to  “cure”  him. 
The  results  were  devastating  and  in  1954,  at  the 
age  of  41,  he  committed  suicide. 

Hodge’s  biography  was  lauded  in  a  front-page 
review  in  the  New  York  Times  Book  Review  as  a 
“thoughtful  and  warm  biography.”  “Hodges  is 
obviously  intrigued  by  all  of  Turing’s  ideas,” 
wrote  the  reviewer,  “and  he  has  done  an  admir¬ 
able  job  of  presenting  them  in  detail  to  the  lay 
reader. . .  .This  book  is  a  first-rate  presentation 
of  the  life  of  a  first-rate  scientific  mind  [and] 
raises  some  very  important  social  questions  as 
well.” 

Andrew  Hodge  is  an  English  mathematician. 
With  David  Hutter,  he  co-authored  a  pamphlet 
With  Downcast  Gays:  Aspects  of  Homosexual 
Self-Oppression.  The  pamphlet  is  also  available 
at  Glad  Day.

Oh,  Danny  Boy  by  A.K.  Bierman. 
At  the  Julian  Theatre,  953  De 
Haro  Street,  San  Francisco.

The  second  in  a  trilogy  of  plays 
about  Dan  White’s  assassination 
of  San  Francisco’s  Mayor  George 
Moscone  and  gay  Supervisor  Har¬ 
vey  Milk,  Oh,  Danny  Boy  looks  at 
one  gay  man’s  reactions  to  the 
1978  events.  It  tries  to  be  a 


thoughtful  examination  of  how  — 
and  whether  —  gays  and  straights 
have  come  to  terms  with  the  le¬ 
nient  punishment  meted  the  assas¬ 
sin.  Instead  it  is  only  a  rather  cur¬ 
sory  glance  at  one  person’s  rumin¬ 
ations  on  White’s  sentence. 

Oh,  Danny  Boy  closed  January 
7,  the  day  after  White  was  paroled 
in  Los  Angeles  County.  He  was  re¬ 
leased  after  serving  five  years  of  a 
seven-year  term  for  voluntary 


manslaughter. 

Since  last  spring  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  press  has  been  full  of  articles 
on  the  killer.  Stories  have  ap¬ 
peared  about  the  maneuvers  of 
lawyers  for  Milk’s  estate  to  have 
White  prosecuted  under  a  federal 
civil  rights  law  and  for  White  to 
forfeit  any  earnings  from  publicity 
about  the  crime.  Both  attempts 
were  unsuccessful.  The  news¬ 
papers  conducted  opinion  polls  on 


whether  White  should  be  kept  in 
prison  and  they  ran  on  their  front 
pages  White’s  letters  to  friends 
from  his  Soledad  cell. 

The  news  stories  were  in  large 
part  spurred  by  the  first  of  the 
plays  about  the  killings,  Steve 
Dobbins’  self-styled  docudrama, 
The  Dan  White  Incident  (reviewed 
in  GCN  April  23,  1983).  The  tepid 
production  of  Oh,  Danny  Boy,  on 
the  other  hand,  aroused  little 


public  interest.  Perhaps  the  play 
was  overtaken  by  the  event  of 
White’s  release  itself.  Emily 
Mann’s  Execution  of  Justice  is  to 
premiere  in  Louisville,  Kentucky, 
later  this  year. 

The  program  notes  for  Oh, 
Danny  Boy  aver  that  the  work  is 
“not  a  documentary,  but  looks  to 
the  present  troubled  condition  of 
our  souls  and  our  murderous 
thoughts....  Would  killing  Dan 
White  be  murder  or  justice?” 

Unfortunately,  the  play  does 
not  do  justice  to  its  premise.  The 
wavering  of  its  protagonist,  lit¬ 
erature  professor  Elfred  Mitchell 
(Richard  Rekow),  and  his  gradual 
determination  to  slay  White 
despite  opposition  from  Mitchell’s 
lover,  nephew  and  friends,  is  the 
stuff  of  fascinating  drama.  Aveng¬ 
ing  a  politically-motivated  murder 
has  been  a  theme  of  haunting 
drama  since  „  the  time  of  the 
Greeks.  Not  lightly  does  the  king 
in  Hamlet  ask,  “How  shall  this 
bloody  deed  be  answered?” 

It  is  a  shame  that  Bierman’s 
answer  falters  so.  Mitchell  proves 
unlikeable  and  —  sin  of  sins  — 
dull.  His  relatives  and  friends, 
faced  with  turning  him  in  or  abet¬ 
ting  his  act,  merely  bicker 
halfheartedly  amongst  themselves, 
-  never  really  illuminating  their 
§  dilemma. 

o  If  Bierman  doesn’t  do  more 
|  than  skim  the  surface  of  the  pro- 
5  found  issues  he  raises,  he  at  least 
captures  well  the  sense  of  outrage 
and  loss  gays  felt  at  Milk’s  murder 
and  he  deftly  contrasts  it  with  the 
rather  more  mild  indignation  of 
straights. 

Although  Bierman’s  play 
doesn’t  catch  our  conscience,  real 
life  may.  An  estimated  5,000  peo¬ 
ple  gathered  in  San  Francisco’s 
financial  district  at  noon  on  the 
day  of  White’s  release  and  some 
9,000  on  Castro  street  that  even¬ 
ing.

In  Boston,  the  hepatitis  B  screening  and  vaccine 
is  available  from  the  Fenway  Com  in  unify  Health 
Center,  which  maintains  a  fund  to  provide  grants 
and  loans  to  those  who  cannot  afford  the  vac¬ 
cine.

several  consecutive  terms  for  a 
total  of  160  years  in  prison.  He 
later  convinced  the  courts  that  160 
years  was  inappropriate  punish¬ 
ment  for  crimes  against  property 
and  in  1975  he  was  released. 

Hill  then  added  prison  reform 
to  his  list  of  political  activities. 

Hill’s  arrest  for  burglary  is  only 
one  of  many,  although  his  more 
recent  “crimes”  have  served  very 
different  purposes.  His  response 
to  the  brutality  and  abuse  for 
which  the  Houston  police  are 
notorious  is  to  challenge  them  in 
court  after  getting  himself  arrest¬ 
ed  for  acts  of  civil  disobedience. 
He  has  successfully  challenged  a 
Houston  ordinance  giving  police 
the  authority  to  demand  proof  of 
identity  without  cause. 

Together  with  gay  activist  Fred 
Paez,  Hill  co-founded  the 
Houston  Human  Rights  League  in 
the  late  ’70s  to  challenge  the 
police.  Paez  and  Hill  were  close 
friends  as  well  as  political  asso¬ 
ciates.  “Fred  had  a  very  profound 
effect  on  my  own  political 
development,”  Hill  says.  They 
were  compiling  evidence  for  a 
U.S.  Human  Rights  Commission 
report  on  police  brutality  in  June, 
1980  when  Paez  was  shot  to  death 
by  a  Houston  cop. 

Hill  produces  two  radio  pro¬ 
grams  on  KPFT,  one  for  gay  peo¬ 
ple  and  one  for  prisoners.  He  is  an 
active  member  of  the  Gay  Politic¬ 
al  Caucus  and  is  currently  a  can¬ 
didate  for  its  presidency.  He 
works  at  the  North  Loop  Shep¬ 
herd  Legal  Clinic,  a  storefront 
legal  services  agency  whose  clients

are  Chicanos,  Blacks,  former  in¬ 
mates,  the  poor  and  gay  people. 

The  following  are  parts  of  an 
interview  with  Ray  Hill.

David  Morris:  The  Houston 
radical  is  probably  the  image  that 
you  have,  which .... 

Ray  Hill:  1  haven’t  made  a 
Molotov  cocktail  in  20  years! 

DM:  Well,  1  know,  but  it’s  the 
image. 

RH:  I  know.  I  think  the  image 
comes  from  the  fact  that  I’m  real 
candid,  not  from  the  fact  that  I 
am  a  firebrand,  outside-the- 
system  activist.  Look  what  I’ve 
prioritized  my  time  on  for  the  last 
eight  years:  the  formation  and 
structuring  and  growth  of  the  Gay 
Political  Caucus;  the  Houston 
Human  Rights  League;  town 
meetings;  my  litigations;  my  civil 
disobedience.  It’s  that  if  anyone  is 
not  afraid  to  get  arrested  on  prin¬ 
ciple,  then  they’re  a  radical. 

DM:  Parenthetically,  is  that 
candor  a  sort  of  working-class 
characteristic?  Middle-class  peo¬ 
ple  are  more  polite  and  restrained 
and  avoid  offending  people  but 
working-class  people  just  say  what 
they  think? 

RH:  Maybe  that’s  it.  Maybe  it’s 
the  lack  of  middle-class  sophisti¬ 
cation. 

DM:  I  know  that  you  are  one  of 
the  more  outspoken  opponents  of 
police  brutality  and  police  abuse 
in  Houston.  Is  that  a  result  of 
your  prison  experience? 

RH:  No,  I  was  bitching  about 
the  police  department  long  before 
1  went  to  prison.  It’s  just  real  dif¬ 
ficult  to  not  speak  out  against 
police  violence,  which  is  still  com¬ 


monplace  in  Houston.  It’s  really 
difficult  to  not  speak  out  against 
racism,  sexism  and  homophobia 
in  the  Police  Department.  It  seems 
to  be  ignored  even  by  our  friends 
in  political  circles.  It’s  a  topic  that 
the  Houston  Gay  Political  Caucus 
has  avoided.  And  as  a  result  of 
that  fact  the  Houston  Human 
Rights  League  was  organized 
specifically  to  create  a  matrix  in 
which  civil  disobedience  could  be 
practiced.  We’ve  used  it  four 
times,  we’ve  won  three  of  those 


and  we’ve  got  a  case  now  pending 
testing  the  constitutionality  either 
of  the  ordinance  as  written  or  as 
enforced,  against  not  just  gay  peo¬ 
ple. 

Actually,  our  constitutional  test 
of  the  document-your-identity  or¬ 
dinance  will  benefit  Hispanics  far 
more  than  it  will  gay  people  be¬ 
cause  the  INS’s  “brown  horde” 
theory  of  immigration  generally 
means  that  Houston-born  Hispan¬ 
ic  people  have  to  document  their 
citizenship  to  get  past  the  police 
on  the  street.  I  think  it’s  fortunate 
that  the  gay  community  took  that 
up.  It  certainly  developed  bridges 
to  Hispanic  political  organiza¬ 
tions. 

Specifically,  I  spent  an  hour 
and  45  minutes  in  jail  for  refusing 
to  show  a  police  officer  my 
driver’s  license  and  was  awarded 


$5000.  That’s  what,  $50  a  minute? 
And  the  ordinance  was  declared 
unconstitutional  and  taken  from 
the  books. 

DM:  It  was  predicted  that  when 
Kathy  Whitmire  was  elected  may¬ 
or  that  there  would  be  some  dras¬ 
tic  changes  in  the  Police  De¬ 
partment. 

RH:  My  prediction  was  that  if 
Kathy  Whitmire  did  everything 
absolutely  correct,  hired  a  good 
police  chief,  which  apparently  she 
did,  and  if  that  police  chief  did 
everything  absolutely  correct,  in 
five  years  we  would  see  some  dif¬ 
ference  in  the  officers  on  patrol. 
It’s  been  two  years  now  and  I’m 
still  holding  to  that.  I’m  beginning 
to  perceive  some  differences  in  at¬ 
titudes. 

DM:  As  I  recall,  Whitmire  ap¬ 
pointed  a  Black  man  as  police 
chief. 

RH:  That’s  right,  a  fellow  by  the 
name  of  Roy  Brown,  from  Atlanta. 

DM:  What  does  that  mean  for 
racial  attitudes  of  the  cop  on  the 
beat? 

RH:  It  has  shifted.  Before  Chief 
Brown,  a  major  part  of  the  prob¬ 
lem  lay  in  the  upper  echelons  of 
the  Police  Department.  They  sup¬ 
ported  racist  policies  and  that  was 
reflected  in  the  rank  and  file.  Now 
the  problem  is  different.  There 
has  been  an  estrangement  between 
police  officers  and  upper-echelon 
officers  because  of  the  change  in 
attitude  in  the  upper  echelon.  You 
know,  they  have  to  work  with 
Chief  Brown  on  a  daily  basis. 
Now  racist  police  officers  get  aid 
and  comfort  from  their  profes¬ 
sional  unions,  the  Police  Officers 
Association,  the  Patrolmans 
Union,  while  the  upper  echelons 
give  reprimands  for  racist  be¬ 


havior. 

DM:  Could  you  talk  about  your 
prison  activities? 

RH:  I  do  the  prison  show,  which 
is  the  most  popular  show  on  the 
radio  station.  I  reach  approx¬ 
imately  half  the  Texas  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Corrections  inmate  popu¬ 
lation  and  a  large  free-world 
following  of  everything  from 
wives  and  mothers  to  lawyers  and 
judges,  politically  active  people. 


You’ve  got  to  realize  I  do  all  of 
this  as  an  openly  gay  person, 
which  is  having  a  sociological  im¬ 
pact  on  people  in  prisons.  As  a 
group,  convicts  are  more  tolerant 
of  my  being  gay  than  gay  people 
are  of  my  being  a  convict. 

The  Texas  Department  of  Cor¬ 
rections  is  basically  a  plantation 
system,  where  you  have  inmates 
working  in  the  fields  under  whip 
and  gun,  a  Southern  plantation  in¬ 
stitution  that  remains  tolerated  by 
society.  Inmates  are  not  paid  for 
their  labor.  They  work  long,  tor¬ 
turous  hours.  They  live  in  an  en¬ 
vironment  where  they  have  no 
dignity,  no  respect,  where  they  are 
powerless,  at  the  whim  of  the 
rural  Texas  racist  mentality. 

Of  all  of  the  inmates  in  the 
Texas  Department  of  Corrections, 
of  all  of  the  27  units,  undoubtedly 
the  most  violent  is  Jester  Unit 
Number  3,  which  is  the  primary 
domicile  of  gay  inmates.^  It’s  a 
relatively  small  unit,  but  there  are 
more  instances  of  official  violence 
against  inmates  on  that  unit  than 
on  the  three  largest  units  com¬ 
bined. 

There  is  a  class  issue  involved  in 
what  we’re  talking  about.  A  form¬ 
er  inmate  who  leaves  the  Texas 
Department  of  Corrections  and 
goes  looking  for  a  job  has  a  class- 
consciousness  problem.  That  TDC 
number,  the  fears  that  people  ex¬ 
perience,  trying  to  reintegrate 
them  into  society  as  productive 
citizens,  the  automatic  assumption 
that  they’re  not  going  to  be  pro¬ 
ductive  citizens,  is  part  of  the 
problem  we  have  in  criminal  jus¬ 
tice  recidivism,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
a  major  part.  A  young  man  sitting 
across  my  desk  right  now  could 
not  get  a  job  and  was  advised  by  a 
potential  employer  where  he  could 
get  a  gun.  That  hasn’t  been  that 
long  ago.  It  wasn’t  anything  to  do 
with  gay  people  but  I  can  imagine 
gay  people  falling  into  the  same 
situation.  We  have  wonderful  fan¬ 
tasies  about  what  it’s  like  to  spend 
the  night  with  an  ex-convict. 
Whether  those  are  true  or  not  I 
don’t  know,  but  at  least  during  the 
part  of  the  day  when  we  wear  coats 
and  ties,  there’s  a  disdain  and  an 
avoidance.  And  that  is  a  class  issue 
and  is  part  of  the  class  issue  that  I 
address  frequently. 

DM:  It  seems  to  me  that  the  gay 
movement  leaves  questions  of 
class  behind,  that  there  isn’t  much 
consciousness  of  class  and  class 
differences. 

RH:  I  agree.  If  I’m  going  to 
troubleshoot  the  gay  movement 
I’d  say  that  we  do  have  a  continu¬ 
ing  problem  in  a  lack  of  class  con¬ 
sciousness.  It’s  not  only  true  of 
our  political  movement,  it’s  also 
true  of  our  social  involvement.  1 
periodically  talk  to  people  about 
posting  things  in  bars,  for  in¬ 
stance,  and  what  is  invariably  in¬ 
cluded  are  the  discos  and  the  other 
bars  that  appeal  to  a  white, 
middle-class  audience.  Probably 
because  Larry  Bagneris  has  a 
Black  identity  and  he’s  been  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Caucus,  now  Black 
community  bars  are  included.  The 
Chicano  community  bars  do  not 
advertise  in  the  white  bar  guides 
and  therefore  they  frequently  get

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overlooked. 

Then  there’s  a  whole  periphery 
of  gay  bars  in  Houston  that  no¬ 
body  considers  at  all,  and  that  is 
the  bars  where  the  transients  go. 
On  any  given  night,  half  the  people 
staying  at  the  Star  of  Hope  Mis¬ 
sion  or  the  Salvation  Army  Shelter 
will  be  gay  men.  However,  the 
dressed-for-success  crowd  has  no 
consciousness  that  they  are  gay 
and  reject  the  idea  that  these  peo¬ 
ple  are  gay.  I  have  a  hard  time  con¬ 
vincing  them  and  then  when  I  do, 
because,  look,  you  can  see  them 
and  talk  to  them  and  they’ll  tell 
you  they’re  gay,  then  they  tell  me 
that,  well,  transients  are  unstable 
and  embarrassing  and  other  rea¬ 
sons  why  they  should  be  discount¬ 
ed  from  the  movement. 

Yeah,  what  you  say  is  true.  I 
think  that  some  of  us  are  aware  of 


the  needs  of  non-middle-class  gay 
men  and  lesbians  but  we  certainly 
don’t  enjoy  the  support  of  a  lot  of 
our  peers. 

DM:  Are  there  other  identifiable 
working  class  people  active  in 
Houston  gay  politics? 

RH:  No.  With  working-class 
women,  survival  is  a  major  time- 
occupying  event,  especially  work¬ 
ing-class  women  with  children. 
And  there  are  quite  a  few  lesbians, 
we  see  them  at  the  Westheimer  Art 
Festival,  who  vote  the  GPC  block, 
they  contribute  as  much  as  they 
can  toward  their  unity,  but  they 
are  simply  not  there,  nor  is  child¬ 
care  provided  for  them  to  be  there, 
in  decision-making  processes.  So 
that’s  a  class  issue. 

Another  class  issue  is  that  there 
are  not  a  lot  of  Blacks  and  Hispan- 
ics  involved  in  the  Gay  Political 
Caucus  simply  because  survival  is 
more  a  struggle  for  them.  The  peo¬ 
ple  that  are  involved  in  the  de¬ 
cision-making  process  are  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  have  the  time  and  the 
wherewithal  to  get  committed. 
And  you  really  have  to  be  commit¬ 
ted  when  you’re  on  my  end  of  the 
economic  scale,  because  survival  is 
a  struggle  for  me  too.  But  my 
priorities  are  sorted  out  that  I 
would  rather  skip  lunch  and  have 
bus  fare  or  gas  money  to  get  to  the 
GPC  meeting  and  I  just  make 
those  kinds  of  sacrifices.  But  we 
cannot  automatically  expect  other 
people  to  make  those  kinds  of 
sacrifices  if  they  feel  once  there 
that  they’re  not  welcome  or  if  peo¬ 
ple  are  uncomfortable  with  them. 

Those  of  us  who  wish  to  raise 
class  consciousness  within  the  gay 
and  lesbian  political  movement 
have  got  a  job  ahead  of  us. 

DM:  How  have  your  own  class 
origins  shaped  your  general 
political  outlook  as  apart  from 
family  influences? 

RH:  Well,  I  have  found  a  start¬ 
ling  amount  of  acceptance  from 
working-class  people  and  I  don’t 
fear  blue-collar  workers.  I’m  fre¬ 
quently  the  person  that  goes  and 
fights  gay  causes  in  the  union 
halls,  and  do  rather  well,  in  fact. 
The  perceived  anti-gay  blue-collar 
work  force  out  here  is  not  anti-gay 


if  you  can  convince  them  that  this 
is  a  union  issue,  which  I’ve  never 
failed  to  do  in  a  union  hall,  and 
you  overlook  the  kinds  of  lan¬ 
guage  which  they  use,  you  know, 
“faggot,”  “punk,”  “queer.” 
Those  things  are  not  necessarily 
pejorative  unless  they’re  intended 
to  be  pejorative.  And  1  refuse  to 
debate  rhetoric  when  I'm  there  to 
discuss  issues.  And  I  think  that  the 
white-collar  gay  activists  make 
presumptions  about  blue-collar 
America  and  what  they  think 
about  gay  people.  I’d  like  to  note 
that  it’s  not  blue-collar  people  that 
are  leading  the  homophobic  cam¬ 
paign  in  Houston,  Texas.  It  is 
white-collar  people  generally  in¬ 
volved  in  religious  rip-offs  that 
have  the  time  to  prioritize  the 
denial  of  my  freedom.  It’s  not 
blue-collar  people  at  all. 


DM:  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
stereotypes  of  who  is  homophobic 
includes  the  working  class  in  gen¬ 
eral,  includes  black  people,  in¬ 
cludes  Latinos. . . . 

RH:  That’s  simply  not  true.  Way 
before  I  got  involved  in  all  of  this, 
my  masters  thesis  was  a  study  of 
Black  sissies,  which  is  probably 
not  PC  even  to  use  the  term  any 
more.  The  Black  sissies,  at  least  in 
that  era,  were  a  phenomenon. 
They  lived  in  Black  neighbor¬ 
hoods,  they  went  to  Black  straight 
bars,  they  walked  the  streets  with 
Black  prostitutes  in  the  appropri¬ 
ate  section  of  Black  communities 
in  the  city  of  Houston.  I  spent  a  lot 
of  time  down  there  studying  some 
very  fascinating  people,  people 


with  the  most  unusual  amount  of 
courage  that  1  think  I’ve  ever  ex¬ 
perienced. 

A  large  Black  ghetto  in  Houston 
is  identified  with  the  term  Dowling 
Street.  It  occurs  to  me  that  it  takes 
an  inordinate  amount  of  courage 
for  a  Black  man  to  walk  down 
Dowling  Street  at  midnight  on  a 
Saturday  night  in  a  dress  who  is 
obviously  a  male  and  obviously  in 
female  clothes.  But  Black  people, 
while  they  catcall  and  whistle  and 
all  that,  you  know  Black  sissies  are 
rarely  the  victims  of  violence.  And 
that  says  something.  White  sissies, 
in  their  similar  areas,  would  im¬ 
mediately  be  the  victims  of 
violence.  And  no  one  takes  that  in¬ 
to  consideration  whenever  they 
make  these  blanket  statements 
that  Blacks  are  inherently  homo- 
phobic.  I  respectfully  disagree.  I 
have  travelled  in  circles  of  Black 
ministers  who  from  the  pulpit 
would  sound  homophobic  but  in 
the  ballot  box  have  no  difficulty  at 


all  coalescing  with  the  Gay 
Political  Caucus  to  accomplish 
mutual  needs. 

DM:  Those  Black  sissies  do  live 
and  exist  in  Black  neighborhoods. 

RH:  Black  sissies  do  live  and  ex¬ 
ist  as  proof  positive. 

DM:  Do  you  get  the  feeling  of 
being  an  isolated  individual  some¬ 
times  when  you’re  doing  political 
work? 

RH:  No,  1  don’t.  I’ve  written  too 
many  speeches  for  too  many  in¬ 
cumbent  Gay  Political  Caucus 
presidents.  Any  of  the  past  four 
presidents,  they  have  a  major  ad¬ 
dress  to  give,  they  give  me  a  call  for 
those  catchy  one-liners  for  which 
I’ve  become  famous.  I’m  a  re¬ 
source.  I  get  the  impression  that  I 
embarass  many  of  them  for  not 
dressing  right,  for  not  withholding 
my  candor  at  times  when  they 
think  it  would  be  appropriate  to  do 
that.  But  I  don’t  feel  isolated.  I’m 
deeply  involved  with  the  gay  and 
lesbian  movement  in  Houston. 

I  do  not  feel  left  out  at  all.  I’m  a 
handy  ally  for  somebody  who  has 
a  good,  principled  issue  and  1 
kind  of  enjoy  that  role.  I  really, 
instead  of  running  for  president  of 
the  Gay  Political  Caucus,  should 
just  continue  to  play  the  role  that 
I’ve  always  played.  However,  1 
feel  a  need  for  some  experienced 
leadership  because  the  Caucus  has 
got  to  undergo  some  changes  and 
I  seem  bo  be  more  willing  for  the 
Caucus  to  undergo  those  changes. 

DM:  What  are  those  changes? 

RH:  We’ve  become  a  rather 
hack  political  machine  where  the 
politically  sophisticated  make 
their  decisions  relative  to  any 
given  campaign  far  in  advance  of 
the  Caucus’s  screening  process. 
And  the  reason  that  wasn’t  previ¬ 
ously  a  problem  is  because  the 
politically  active  sophisticates  of 


the  Democratic  Party  and  the  Re¬ 
publican  Party  weren’t  around, 
they  wouldn’t  have  anything  to  do 
with  the  rest  of  us  when  we  were 
struggling  to  build  the  organiza¬ 
tion.  When  the  organization  got 
built  and  got  clout,  then  suddenly 
we  had  all  of  these  people  move 
in,  not  necessarily  at  the  bottom 
rung  of  the  ladder.  They  were  ac¬ 
cepted  in  positions  appropriate  to 
their  previous  experience  and 
sophistication.  Now  those  people 
are  divided  among  themselves 
about  who  should  be  endorsed 
and  under  what  circumstances  and 
the  result  of  that  division  is  that 
by  the  time  the  Caucus  gets 
around  to  making  the  endorse¬ 
ments  we’re  already  experiencing 
schizophrenia. 

I’ll  be  damned  if  I’m  going  to 
sit  passively  byand  watch  political 
sophisticates  of  the  Democratic 
and  Republican  Parties  under¬ 
mine  the  Caucus’s  real  strength, 
which  is  its  membership.

Continued  from  page  15  never  assume  positions  of  power. 


The  crowds  at  the  evening  event 
heard  gay  activist  Sister  Boom 
Boom  (Jack  Fertig)  warn  Dan 
White  that  “This  is  1984,  and  Big 
Sister  is  watching  you,”  while  the 
Dead  Kennedys  blasted  out  tunes, 
comedians  cracked  White  jokes 
and  attorney  Mary  Dunlap  plead¬ 
ed  with  the  assemblage  to  turn  its 
anger  toward  creating  a  society 
where  people  like  White  could 


Both  events  were  raucous  but 
nonviolent.  According  to  one 
news  account,  the  only  distur¬ 
bance  occurred  toward  the  end  of 
the  evening  rally  when  an  effigy  of 
White  was  burned  and  others  at¬ 
tempted  to  toss  an  American  flag 
into  the  fire. 

But  murder  may  yet  be  on  the 
minds  of  many.  A  newly  formed 
“Citizens  Protection  Asso¬ 


ciation”  in  Orange  County,  just 
south  of  Los  Angeles,  has  offered 
a  $10,000  reward  for  information 
on  the  whereabouts  of  White  and 
has  said  it  may  file  suit  to  force  the 
state  to  disclose  his  address. 

It  is  ironic  that  in  this  instance 
life  has  surpassed  art.  Both  Bier- 
man’s  play  and  the  rallies  have 
shown  us  that  the  time  is  out  of 
joint.  What  the  play  makes  clear  is 
that  it  may  never  be  put  right.
